Boston Transcript. 

A good many different sabe oF have written 
the popular songs of the ſast firty years, a? - 
nearly 2 case they have liv to see 
songs quickly a Powe by the fickle public. 
With only w 9 tions the songs 
that bave had t success lived 
but a few years 2 the most. Of course 
there are some songs that will be sung 
by generation after generation, as Home, 
Sweet Home,” “Old Folks at Home,” “Sweet 
By and By,” and a tew others that bave become 
household melodies. Yet there are hundreds of 
others of equal merit that won universal popu- 
larity and passed away with the people who 
sang them. Some songs of the slightest merit 
have had undeserved pularity, made their 
authors or publishers rich, and quietly dropped 
into oblivion. 

“Snoo Fly,” sung ten years ago from one end 
of the Union to the other, hadasaie of 8,000 
copies, and is now forgotten. It was certainly 
the- most worthless musical absurdity ever writ- 
ten, and its success was largely owing to its 
being alluded to — Gen. Butler in Congress in 
the course of a political wrangle with a fellow 
member. it netted the fortunate publishers 
several thousand dollars. 

„Old Folks at Home” was written by Stephen 
C. Foster thirty years ago, who sold it to Christy, 
of minstrel tame, for $5, and received a bonus 
of $5 more for the privilege of having his 
(Christy's) name on the titie- page as author, and 
after the piece had made him rich he generous- 
ly gave Foster 850 more, which was all he ever 
received for the song. But it served 
to make the. author famous and to sell 
his his other songs; yet he died a poor 
man. Fora while the piece waned in public fa- 
vor, until it was sung by Mile. Nilsson at her 
concerts, when it took.a new start, an@ at the 
present time it is one of the best selling songs 
in the market. The numerous transcriptions 
from its melody, by upwards of twenty different 
com posers, serve to keep it popular. It is réaliy 
a worthy companion to “Sweet Home,” and will 
probably bo sung fora 1 years or more.

time bad a remarkable suceess. ** Weeping,Sad 
and Lonely,“ had a sale ot upward o 300.000 
* When Jobnny Comes Marching Home, „fend 
ing on the Od Camp Ground (sung by the 
Hutchison family), John Brown's Body l.

LABOR AND CAPITAL, 


The Cincinnati * Commercial” and the 
Printers—The HKollisg- Mills in Cin- 
cinnati Stopped by the Strike Again 
Started Up. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 3.—The effort of the 
trades-unionists to boycott the Commercial will 
take the form this week of a Mass-meeting, 
which the Union men believe will be attended 
by a great number. The President of the Na- 
tional Association of Amaigamated Iron- Work- 
ers is to be brought down from Pitts- 
burg, and, with other notabies in the cause 
of organized labor, will address the assembly. 

The various trades-unions have a membership 

in this city of about 15,000, all of whom, it is 

claimed, are arrayed against the Commercial 
and are piedged to do all they can to hurt its 
business. The warefare bas been going on since 
last February, when the strike occurred of the 

Commercial printers. The strike was not for an 

increase of wages, but because the office was 

“unfair.” The fat matter,“ it was claimed, 

was not equally distributed. Other printers 

were found, and the paper appeared 
without interruption. The Typographical 

Gnion then declared war upon tue 

business of the paper, and enlisted all the other 

trades-unions in an effort to boycott it. Com- 
mittees of workingmen canvassed the city and 
warned saloenkeepers, barbers, restaurant- 
keepers, merchants, and others that they must 

g top taking the Commerctal or the patronage of 

all wor kingmen would be withdrawn from them. 

The threat had the desired effect in numerous 

instances, but the men who had been ac- 

customed to read the paper in public rooms 
were obliged thereafter to buy it at the news- 
stands, so that the circulation was rather in- 
creased than otherwise. Advertisers were calied 
upon in the same manner as bubscribers, and 
threatened with the loss of the patronage of all 
workingmen unless they withdrew their adver- 
tisements from the Uommerciat. Some 
few did so, put their business competitors 


rushed in, filled up the space that had 
been abandoned, and profited thereby. The 


next move was to flood the city with circulars 
denouncing the Commercial, which had no effect, 
and now comes the great mass-meeting an- 
nounced this evening. The managersof the 
Commercial claim that the apparent bostility to 
their journal is incited and feb by the Enquirer 
Company, their principal rival. They claim that 
the feeling of dissatisfaction with their course 
is not shared by workingmen in general, but is 
confined to the Printers’ Union and a few worth- 
less characters in the other unions, who ba Ve 
been hired to pursue their present course. 

Two of the seven roiling-miils in this city, 
which have been idie since June, owing to a 
strike of their men for an advance of wages to 
a figure 2 percent higher thaa that paid at 
Pittsburg. started today with men who had been 
brought here from other cities. The other mille 
expect to start soon. It has been claimed that 
the strike was instigated by the Pittsburg mill 
owners for the purpose of injuring their com- 
petitors in this city and capturing their business. 
The Amalgamated Iron- Rollers’ Union accepted 
the old scale in Pittsburg, but ordered an advance 
of per vent bere. The reason given wus that 
the facilities for working bere were not as go od 
as in Pittsburg. The Cincinnati mill owners 
resented the dictation, and, after several f ruit-

Army Foot-Gear—The Stockings of the 
German infantry. 


A writer in the London Times says: * 


It is my humble opinion, though probably it 
is an erroneous one, that one weak point in the 
German infantry is their boots, or rather, I 
should say, their whole pedal uipment. Of 
stockings they have none at all, the only thing 
that protects their feet from the friction of the 
shoe-leather being a piece of linen rag smeared 
with lard or other grease, if procurable, and 
wrapped around their lower extremities like 
sandal straps. I have read of Oriental people 
who anointed their heads with oil, but the Ger- 
mans anoint their feet. This phenomenon some- 
what startied me today, and made me pause to 
wonder whether, after all, we were not engage 
in actual instead of mimic warfare. I was skirt- 
ing a ditch into which a company had subsided 
after the general halt had Deen blown, and be- 
held a whole row of poor fellows assiduously 
— — as I thought, their wounded feet, but 
even if bullets had been at work, why such uni- 
furmity of the part hit. It is a musketry 
maxim to fire low and fireslow, and was this the 
resuit of that strict obedience to orders which 
invariably characterizes the German soldier? I 
appealed to the Captain, who had no sooner 
sheathed his sword than he took out a very 
long, big-bowled pipe, and began to envelope 
his men once more in clouds of dense smoke: he 
merely smiled, somewhat grimly perhaps, and 
said they were “adjusting their stockings.’’

EXPLOSION OF THREE BOILERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

East SAGINAW, Mich., Oct. 3.—At twenty-five 
minutes before 12 o'clock last night three boilers 
at the oar-factory and sait-works of De Grow. 
Aymer & Co., at Carrollton, operated by Ladue 
& Phinney, exploded. The smokestack was car- 
ried some distance, and fell across the roof 
of the oar-factory. The roof of the 
salt biock was ba damaged, and the boiler- 
house was shatte in pieces, while fragments 
ot the boilers, weighing several hundred pounds 
each, were huried with terrific force several 
hundred fect. The steam dome was 
thrown 135 feet, and buried two 
feet into the ground. Another section 
was buried through the air, and, whistling in 
its flight, crushed through the roof of the salt 
block, fully thirty feet high and twenty feet 
from the boiler-house, and fell through 
the whole building, breaking in a two- 
inch iron feed pipe in the salt 
block. and then, crushing in the floor. fell to the 
ground. Another steam-dome was carried half- 
way over the salt block, and, crushing through 
the roof, fell into one of the salt-tanks. James 
and Jobn Pickard, firemen, were instantly 
killed. Both were married men with fam- 
ilies, and came here a few months ago from 
Bronta, Ont. At the time of the explosion the 
men were supposed to have been eating their 
suppers. Jobn, who had charge of the boiler 
which exploded, it is thought was sitting beside 
his boiler, and his brother, who assisted in firing 
the boilers in the main building, was sitting 
outside between the mill and the boiler-bouse. 
The remains of John Pickard were found about 
twenty-five feet from the scene of the explo- 
sion, with several pieces of lumber laying 
across his body and legs. When  extri- 
cated ap examination showed that the 
right arm was broken near the shoulder, 
a large cut in the left leg, the body so badly 
scaided that the skin peeled right off, and his 
neck was broken. The remains of John Pickard 
were discovered only a few feet from where he

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A REMARKABLE FEAT. 


An Item in an Albany Contemporary 
and a story Which it Brought to 
Mind.

W. L. Rosekrans, of Albany. while on a trip 
— the past week performed rewarkable 
feat of being in three counties at one time. He 
sat on a stone in Fulton County, and rested his 
right foot in Saratoga County and left foot in 
Montgumery County.— Times. 

Remarkable as the above may seem to our 
evening contemporary, a feat still more remark- 
able can be performed by any person who will 
take the trouble to ascend the mountain which 
separates the towns of Pownall, Vt, and 
Petersburg, in this county. On top of 
this mountain there is a stone which 
marks the spot where the States of Vermont, 
Massachusetts, and New York come together. A 
person can stand u the top of the stone with 
one foot, being not only in three counties at the 
same time, but three States as weil. the 
time when the Prohibition law was not a dead 


dent of Petersburg, to meet 

his neighbors across the mountains, leased a 
small strip of ground from owners ot the 
land which cornered at the stone spoken of, and 
erected a three-co shanty thereon, the 
stone being in the cetitre of the building. He 
then put up & bar in the shape of a triangle, one 
side of which was in Vermont, another in Masaa- 
chusetts, and the third in the State ot New York. 
To save expense he took out no license in this 
State, but laid in a good — 1 of liquors, which 
he sold by the drink or jugful. according to de- 
mand. fact that he was violating 
tne laws of the mmonweaith of the old Bay 
State was re to the authorities in due 
time, and a Constable. armed with a warrant and 
a pair of handcuffs, was sent out from Will- 
jamstown to arrest him. When the officer ar- 
rived at the shanty he founda number of the 
residents of Massachusetts standing at the bar 
on their side of the line, treat each other in 
true Yankee style. The Constable steppei up to 
the bar, and, pulling out his legal document, hur- 
riedly read the contents to the dispenser of corn- 
juice, and added: “I arrest you in the name 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts acd by 
virtue of this warrant.” The bartender, point- 
ing to the corner-stone which stbod inside the 
counter, laughed in the face of the New Eu- 
giand peace preserver, and replied: “That's 
all very fine, old man: but it strikes me that 
your warrant doesn’t reach a man in the State 
of Vermont, and 1 call your attention to that 
official certilicate that l'm out vf your jurisdic- 
tion. A few days after the bartender received 
an official visit from a Vermont Con- 
stable armed with a warrant for 
his arrest for selling liquor in 
that State. But the same tactics were employed 
as on the occasion of the firet Constable's visit. 
The two Constables not long after the last visit 
happened to meet, and a plan was agreed upon 
for the capture of the defiant rum-seller. 0 
Vermont officer appeared at the mountain top 
in disguise, and remained about the shanty dur- 
ing the forenoon, drinking now and tnen with 
those who came in to replenish their jugs. 
About noon the Massachusetts Constable ar- 
rived, and proceeded to agaiu read the warrant 
and reached over the bar for bis man. ‘The 
latter stepped into the Vermont corner of bis 
domicile, ana just as be did so he was seized by 
the Constable from that State, but while the 
latter was pull out his warrant and handculfs 
the New Yorker broke away from him ana got 
over into the State of New York, where he was 
beyond the jurisdiction of both. After a time, 
however, it came to the knowledge of the au- 
thorities on this side of the line that the man 
was selling liquor without a license, and a war- 
rant was obtained for his arrest for violating the 
laws of the t Empire State. When the 
Petersburg nstable appeared upon the 
scene he found that the man had removed his 
stock to the Vermont side of his bouse, and was 
retailing drinksin the State of Massachusetts. 
Of course the officer was 7 to go across 
the line to arrest him, and he again esca X 
affair was the talk of the country for miles 
around, but finally the officers ot the three States 
moved upon the shanty at one and the same 
time, and the defiant rum-seller was now in hot 
water. He carried out the joke to the end, 
however, for, getting on top of the stone which 
stands partly in the three States, he shouted: 
Come on aad divide me into three parts, but 1 I 
make it bot for the one that takes the two- 
thirds of me that don't belong to bim!“ He 
had, however, taken too large a quantity of his 
own medicine to enable him to preserve his 
equilibrium on top of the stone, and while still 
defying the Constables de fell off and rolled 
over into the State ot Massachusetts, where be 
was secured by the officer from that State and 
taken to Williamstown in triumph. The other 
two Constables conciuded that the liquor was 
partly in the State of Vermont and party in the 
State ot New York, and they made an equal di- 
vision, each confiscati one-half of the stock 
in trade in the name of his State.

Tue Republican primary elections in New 
York State demonstrate that Conkling has 
little or no support in the rural districts.

Yetitis barely a year since he 
appeared to be the undisputed and proud 
chief of the party.

He held his followers by 
motives of fear or the hope of reward, He 
bullied or bribed them. Henee when his 
power of dispensing patronage was gone, 
his alleged greatness collapsed; there was 
nothing more to him. His fatal blunder con- 
sisted in mistaking the respect paid to his of- 
fice and the power it gave him for reverence 
due him as a man, 


Tux recent punishment of a treacherous 
murderer at Bloomington by lynch law sug- 
gests the question whether Bloomtngton is 
the only place where murderers escape pun- 
ishment by the laxity of the laws or legal 
quibbles of the courts. Since the commence- 
ment of the present year there have been re- 
ported im the columns of THE TRIBUNE by 
telegraph 908 murders in the United States. 
This does not include cases where vie- 
tims were seriously or fatally injured, the 
results of whiclf were not reported, but only 
those where the victi were killed out- 
right, and, of course, to this total must be 
added many cases not reported at all by the 
wires. Of this total of 98 murders, more 
than one-fourth were the result of quarrels. 
During the same period there have been but 
seventy executions in the United States. Of 
these, forty-nine, or considerably more than 
half, took place in the Southern States, and 
of the forty-nine all but four or five were 
negroes, who are hanged in thatsection upon 
very small pro ion and light evidence. 
The enormous disproportion between crime 
and penalty is shown by these figures. One 
murderer in abeut fifteen, thus far in the 
year, and this proportion only in cases tele- 
graphically reported, has met the extreme 
penalty of his crime! The figures are suffi- 
cient eomment of themselves upon the lax 
manner in which justice is administered.

Tue incident of the last campaign which 
is said to have distressed Gen. Garfield most 
was the coarse attack of Gen. Rosecrans 
upon him through the newspapers. He had 
great affection for his old commander, and 
was surprised and grieved when the latter 
was arrayed in the ranks of his personal en- 
emies. His own nature was so singularly 
free from and above jealousy that he per- 
haps never fully appreciated the motives for 
Gen. Rosecrans’ conduet. The public, if 
it ever was ignorant of this point, could 
not long remain so after the publication of 
Gen. Rosecrans’ letter concerning the battle 
of Chickamauga. He has been at great pains 
to explain that Garfield’s solitary ride to joim 
Thomas was not somuch of an achievement 
after all; and states that he had purposed to 
take it himself, and would have done so but 
for Garfield’s confessed inability to deliver 
the orders needed on the field. It is unfortu- 
nate for Gen. Rosecrans that he did not find 
it convenient to make this statement until 
after thé death of Gen. Garfield. It is chiefly 
valuable now as showing the jealousy of 
Rosecrans toward Garfield. In connection 
with the common remark of the campaign 
biographies, that Garfield personally wrote 
all the orders at Stone River, except the fatal 
one which lost the day, and which was in- 
dited by Rosecrans himself, the “correc- 
tion of history which the latter now makes 
is sufficient to explain his unfriendly feelings 
for Garfield.

PRAYER AND THE FPRESIDENT'’S DEATH. 

The death of President Garfield has re- 
vived the diseussion relative to the efficacy 
of prayer. It may be safely assumed, we 
think, that no e objeet ever called forth 
such univ and united supplication as the 
desire for late President’s recovery. 
Daily prayers were offered in millions of 
elosets and in thousands of churches by all 
denominations, and in every Christian coun- 
try on the face of the globe, pleading that 

Garfield’s life might be spared. The death 
of the President in the face of the earnest 
supplication of the whole Christian world 
has naturally excited some per pl doubts 
about the efficacy of prayer in changing the 
purposes of the Almighty as maintained by 
many honest and pious professors of religion. 

The Rev. Mr. ‘Wishard, of the Fifth Presby- 
terlan Church in this city, preached a r- 
mon Sunday on the subject of Prayer and 

Its Answer,” which throws some light on 
this perplexing question. He pointed out 
that a direct and favorable answer to prayer 
for a specie temporal object cannot 
fairty be expected. People who pray 
for the working of miracles, for instance, 
are doomed to disappointment by the teach- 
ing of the Scriptures, because miracles ceased 
with the Savior, who gave them to the peo- 
ple of His time, aecording to His own decla- 
ration, as a manafestation of His divine mis- 
sion. If Guiteau inflicted a mortal wound 
when de shot the late President, it was not 
to be expected that prayer would prevail 
upon the Ruler of the Universe to reverse 
the course of nature and restore tne mortally- 
wounded man to health. The Rationalist 

maintain that the nature of the wound 
determined from the moment the ball 
had finished its course, and hence the prayer 
of mortals could not change it, and was con- 
sequently useless. But, on the other hand,

objects. But prayer, he said, should 
be framed in a potential fashion. “God, HN 
it is best, spare this man!” is the supplica- 
tion which he believes the faithful sent up 
to/Heaven in behalf of Garfield. But 
shall we conelude because Garfield died 
that God thought it best he should 
not live? Or shall it be assumed 
that the Lord requires the prayers of the 
faithful in order to determine what is best? 
Or that the Lord will not do what is best 
without the supplications of the people? 
These are the perplexing questions which 
arise from the theory that prayer is designed 
to ebtain from the Lord the removal of some 
impending disaster or the realization of some 
cherished, hope. The reply which Mr. 
Wishard makes to the frequent disappoint- 
ments that come from prayers of that kind is 
that the Lord's answers orten come in 
strange and unexpected shaves”; and the 
reverend gentleman declared it as his belief 
that the prayers of this and other nations in 
Garfield’s ease had been heard and would be 
answered in some way not yet apparent. 

The fact remains, nevertheless, that the 
greater proportion of the Christian world 
prayed for the late President’s recovery, and 
that the President did not recover. Death 
ensued either because the wound was fatal 
in itself or because the treatment of the case 
was defective. Prayers did not change one 
or the other of these conditions, but nature 
took its course. Prayer was not efficient In 
the purpose to which it was directed in that 
case. It is not necessary te conclude on this 
account that prayer may as well be aban- 
doned. What is known as fhe “efficacy of 
prayer” involves a view of personal com- 
munication with the Deity. Are men to 
pray simply because they have some boon to 
ask of the Lord? Are they to cease pray- 
ing because the Lord does not see fit on 
every occasion to reverse Nature’s laws in 
order to gratify their desire? So far as 
the efficacy of prayer is intended to mean 
that earnest supplication will obtain a 
favorable response to some personal 
petition, the faithfal should be the 
first to abandon it as a theory. In that sense 
the theory not only is not sustained by ex- 
perience, but, if it were, it would serve con- 
stantly to disarrange the well-ordered con- 
dition of the world’s affairs, and it would be 
a selfish inducement to professions of faith— 
which is not a high ideal of religious devo- 
tion. Prayer has other aims and purposes 
than the immediate gratification of any par- 
ticular desire entertained by an individual, a 
party, a sect, or a nation. It is asecret and 
solemn communion with a mysterious Power 
which may bring consolation, if no other re- 
sult, and which typifies a support all men, 
no matter how strong, like to lean upon. 
The ministers and professors of religion 
ought to put an end to.the controversy by re- 
fusing to defend the efficacy of prayer in the 
narrow and selfish sense in which it has been 
attacked by the positivists and utilitarians. 
Prayer has its usefulness aside from imme- 
diate and practical efficacy. 


AN OLD FRAUD EXPOSED. 

In all the tariffs of the United States from 
the days of Hamilton to Windom there has 
been a provision by which the cost of com- 
missions and of transportation of the mer- 
chandise purchased in foreign countries from 
the place of purchase to the place of export 
are included in the dutiable cost of the goods 
imported. The invoices sent to the custom- 
house always include as part of the cost of 
the goods the commission paid to agents and 
the inland charges for transportation. Thus, 
if a New York importer ordered silks from 
Lyons, the agent through whom the order 
was sent charged 2½ per cent commission, 
and this commission and the freight on the 
goods from Lyons to the point of exportation 
were included in the value of the goods on 
which the duty of 60 per cent was levied. 
We find in the Cincinnati Commercial a 
statement that, beginning early in the War 
and continuing down to a late date, this pro- 
vision of law has been the pretextor the 
cover for a most enormous swindle. It ap- 
pears that this swindle elicited the strongest 
and most earnest complaints dnd remon- 
strances from vatious Secretaries of the 
Treasury, and the letter names of these offi 
cers Messrs. Chase, Fessenden, Morrill, Bris- 
tow, Sherman, and Windom, and the omis- 
sion of the names of Boutwell and Richard- 
son has perhaps a significance. The nature 
of the outrage is thus stated: 


From the foundation of the Government, and 
under all the diferent tariffs which had existed, 
it had been claimed by the custom-house, and 
not denied by the impurters, that ali these sev- 
eral items entered into the dutiable value of the 

oods. It was not until the War of the Re- 

llion came, when every doliar it could get be- 
came of vital importance to the Government, 
that the importers hit upon the expedient of 
paying their duties under protest, and then re- 
covering them by suit, which they did to the 
amount of tens of millions of dollars by the 
negiect of duty, if pothing worse, of the law 
officers of the Government. Nor did the abuse 
stop with the War. A certain class of importers 
baving discovered this cheap and easy method 
of evading the tariff laws, naturally continued its 
use when peace had come. Nor was it the Gov- 
ernment only who was injured by these practices. 
bonest or innocent importerwho knew not 
of these tricks,or knowing them would not prac- 
tice them, was placed at a ruinous disadvantage 
by his rival in trade, who, putting goods upon 
the market duty free, could, of course, under- 
gell him. It is not to the credit of the business 
Sagacity or honesty of these latter that they 
made no protest against a system by which they 
were wronged and the Government 
robbed. Indeed no protest was mude by mg pon & 
until some months ago Gen. Stewart L. Wood- 
ford, the present United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York, took it into bis 
bead that the thing could be stopped, and im- 
mediately set about the experiment. Instead 
of confessing judgment against the Government, 
he filed au answer ip every case, and thus put it 
ln the way of being tried upon its merits. Up to 
this time none of these cases have come to final 
hearing, but several bave been heard on pre- 
liminary motions, which have in reality brought 
all the merits before the court for adjudication, 
and the decision on all these points has in- 
variably been in favor of the Government. It 
is, therefore, now tolerably certaiu that when a 
test case is reached for final hearing on all the 
merits the decision will be in favor of the Gov- 
ernment, and thus an end put at last to what has 
beeu equaily a great loss and disgrace to 
Government. 
In plain English, this enormous sum of 


money, ranging into millions, has been for 
twenty vears taken from the Treasury and 
divided between the importers and such of 
the officers of the New York Custom-House 
as were parties to the fraud. The cases 
numbered perhaps 500 in a year, and in one 
day, by an accident, the judgments against 
the United States entered of record amount- 
ed to $104,000. The practice was to institute 
the suits, and then “an order was entered of 
record that by consent of counsel judgment 
was rendered for the plaintiff for duties 
on commissions and overland transportation 
charges, and the papers were referred to 
some person to audit the amount due the 
plaintiffs.“ The report of this auditor was

It has taken a long time, but at last it would 
seem that the dishonesty of the New York 
Custom-House has been gradually exposed, 


and the dishonest officials weeded out. 


BANK EMBEZZLEMENTS. 

The banks are necessarily the custodians 
of the money of their depositors, and in that 
sense stand in relation to their customers as 
trustees. No class of institutions are more 
interested in preserving the integrity of their 
officers and of their business above all sus- 
picion. The punishment inflicted by the law 
of Scotland upon the officers of the Glasgow 
Bank indicated how, in that country, the 
criminality of bank officers was regarded as 
much greater than the crimes of persons 
holding no such relation to the public. 
There are laws, and severe ones, in this 
country for the punishment of persons in the 
service of the banks who prove guilty of de- 
falcation or misappropriation of funds. In 
this country, however, the banks seem to 
rely upon expedients to get their money 
back, and not upon any prosecution of 
their employés who betray the trust placed 
in them. If a teller or other officer 
pillage a bank, the bank itself is always will- 
ing to let the offender go unpunished, and will 
even permit him to resign with honor, if he 
or his friends will make goog the defalca- 
tion. It is said that in New York a bank offi- 
cer who had been using the bank money for 
some time at last went to his father and 
told him that he was $50,000 short, and that 
discovery within forty-eight hours was inev- 
itable. The father, who understood the pol- 
icy of the banks, instructed his son to re- 
suine his place next day and be sure to double 
his defaleation, and await events. When the 
explosion came, the father, who was on his 
son’s bond, after a long struggle offered the 
bank $50,000 in satisfaction of its claim. The 
money was accepted, and the young man’s 
resignation on account of ill-health was also 
accepted. 

This policy of the banks, to get back as 
much of the money taken as possible and let 
the offender go untouched, is hardly distin- 
guishable from compounding a felony, and 
certainly is the greatest and surest incentive 
to dishonesty. itisa standing offer of im- 
munity to all persons employed in banks to 
take the money of the banks. Itis unjust 
to all faithful and honest bank officers who 
for any cause may resign. Their resigna- 
tions are not distinguishable from the resig- 
nations accepted from those who have not 
been faithful and who have settled their 
cases by the return of 2 or 50 per cent of 
their appropriations. Bank resignations, 
therefore, are not always of the same char- 
acter in fact, and when banks, singly or col- 
lectively, announce that the resignation of an 
officer has been accepted, the public have no 
means of knowing fhe real truth—whether 
the resignation is voluntary or enforced, or 
whether the person making it is a defaulter 
who has paid back a portion of embezzled 
funds, or has given security for it. The only 
thing certain is, that the bank has not lostas 
much as it might bave lost. Now, would 
not the prevention of dishonesty by the cer- 
tainty of prosecution and punishment be a 
better policy than the fraud upon the public 
of a so-called resignation and a release to 
the offender upon his paying over a part of 
the embezzled funds? 


A USE FOR EDUCATED INDIANS. 

A few days since Gen. Armstrong, Super 
intendent of the Hampton School, passed 
through this city with thirty-two young In- 
dian graduates in primary instruction of that 
institution of both sexes. They were mem- 
bers of one of the wild Sioux tribes, and were 
placed in the school three years ago. In 
that time they have learned to speak and 
write our language, with which they were 
entirely unfamiliar. -They have also ac- 
quired arithmetic, geography, and some of 
the other rudimentary branches. In addi- 
tion the boys have learned agricultural pur- 
suits to a certain extent, and such trades as 
shoemaking, carpentering, and blacksmith- 
ing, while the girts have been taught to sew, 
cook, wash, and iron, and perform all the 
general offices of housekeeping. They have 
learned their lessons well, and have dis- 
played remarkable efficiency in completing 
their work so quickly. 

The question now comes up: What shall 
be done with them? Manifestly, it would be 
absurd and inconsequential simply to turn 
them loose among their kindred, for, like 
young domesticated tigers set free among 
the old ones, they would soon return to their 
old habits, for heredity is one of the strong- 
est controlling impulses. The old habits anti 
influences, inborn and inbred, would inevi- 
tably force them back to the wild life, and 
they would soon doff civilized dress and get 
into breechclouts, and exchange their saws 
and hammers for tomahawks and scalping- 
knives, and go upon the warpath and hunt- 
ing trails instead of traveling the peaceful 
avenues of knowledge. It would be equally 
absurd to expect them to instili their new 
ideas into the heads of the older Indians, 
who would scout both them and their 
ideas. It is too much to expect them 
to voluntarily give up their mode 
of life or that thirty or forty Indian 
boys are going to accomplish a revolution in 
their habits, which the whole Interior De- 
partment, even with the police assistance of 
the army, bas thus far béen unable to accom- 
plish, and never will until it relinquishes the 
care of them and hands them over tothe War 
Department. 

It seem to us, however, that there is a use 
to which they may be put which is practical, 
if it be encouraged by the Interior Depart- 
ment, and its hordes of swindling agents and 
contractors can be kept where they will not 
have the chance to interfere with it, and that 
is the opening of a new missionary field. At 
present missionaries and teachers labor un- 
der almost insuperable obstacles in reaching 
the Indians, and not the least formidable of 
these obstacle#is ignorance of the language, 
which is emphasized by the fact that every 
tribe has a different dialect. Why not, there- 
fore, utilize these young Indian graduates 
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been very dubious. Here, however, is afield 
where they could put their zea! and ability to 
some good use. Let them be picked out 
with special reference, not alone to their fe- 
ligious fervor but to their educational quali 
fications. and go out to the frontier under the 
special protection of the Interior Department 
to oversee the work of the Indian teachers, 
and advise them in their methods of in- 
struction, so that they may employ them- 
selves to the best purpose, With such an 
oversight there seems 
why they should not be successful. 
Each one of these thirty-two youths 
could take a school of t from forty 
to fifty pupils, thus aggregating say 
fifteen hundred little Indian boys,“ who 
could be taught the rudiments of edu- 
cation and agricultural and mechanical 
pursuits, while the little Indian girls could 
be taught in ‘the old-fashioned details of 
housekeeping which have so largely gone 
out of vogue among their white sisters. It 
is certainly useless to get the old Indians to 
school or to keep them under any kind of 
restraint except by the compulsion of the 
United States army. Old dogs can’t unlearn 
their habits, and must be tied up. Permanent 
good can only be effected by commencing 
with the rising generation, who may forget 
the ways of their fathers if they are brought 
up under other influences and do not have 
the opportunity to practice them. The sug- 
gestion is thrown outto the Interior Depart- 
ment for consideration and practical experi- 


ment. 
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BLISS TO ARTHUR. 

A thoughtful friend of the Administration 
in New York has reproduced the open letter 
addressed to Gen. Arthur by his bosom 
friend, Mr. George Bliss, under date of Nov. 
12, 1879. This was shortly after the election 
in which Mr. Cornell was saved from over- 
whelming defeat by the opportune bolt of 
John Kelly and Tammany Hall. Gen. Ar- 
thur himself had been to some extent dis- 
credited as a party leader. He was an invol- 
untary out,“ having been removed from the 
New York Custom-House by John Sherman 
by a rather summary proceeding. Mr. George 
Bliss was his particular friend, and the 
wounds which he inflicted were presumably 
“faithful,” though sanguinary in appear- 
ance. In this remarkable letter, which 
will be feund in another column, Mr. 
Bliss addresses himself particularly to a dis- 
cussion of the iniquities of the machine in 
New York City. He shows that the dis- 
trict associations were organized to protect 
the purity of the primaries, but very soon 
lost their original character. At the date of 
writing some 13,000 names were borne on 
the rolls, but so large a proportion of those 
to whom these names belonged were either 
dead or removed from the districts that it 
was estimated not more than 6,000 bona-fide 
members could be found in all the associa- 
tions. Yet the total Republican vote of the 
city was at that time 50,000; so the club 
membership, which absolutely controlled 
the primary elections, was. barely one 
eighth of the whole party in the city. 
About the same proportions have been main- 
tained since. Mr. Bliss recently estimated 
the active membership of the clubs at 10,000. 
But the party vote has increased to 81,000. 
That is to say, the party organization permits 
10,000 persons, mostly bummers and heel- 
ers.“ to make nominations for 80,000 Repub- 
lican voters to elect; and denies to 70,000 of 
the latter representation in the State Con- 
vention. The system is so rotten and corrupt 
that it must break down of its own weight. 


Tue adoption of the revised edition of the 
New Testament by the Faculty of the Yale 
Theological Seminary will have an impor- 
tant influence in giving it currency and au- 
thority in this country. The resolution is as 
follows: 

Wuereas, We believe the revised version of 
the New Testament to be better than any other 
English version, berause it follows more 
exactly the Gréek text as originally written, 
and is amore clear and correct transiation; 
therefore 

Voted, That hereafter it be read instead of the 
version of 1611 at morning prayers and other 
devotional services of the Lale Theological 
School. 

Yale has the oldest, if not the most power- 
ful, theological school in this country. The 
action of its Faculty indicates, moreover, a 
very general disposition on the part of Con- 
gregationalists to accept the revised version 
without further question. That denomina- 
tion has from the first been more favorable to 
it than any other. Next to them, perhaps, 
come the Presbyterians, who will not be much 
behindhand in giving some official sanction 
to the new version. It is natural enough 
that the radical alterations of the Committee 
on Revision should get a foothold first on 
this continent, where liberal ideas in relig- 
ion, as well as in politics, are mare common 
than in Great Britain, and action upon them 
is prompter and more courageous. No donbt, 
the English will come lagging into the fold a 
generation hence. In any case the future of 
the new version seems to be pretty well as- 
sured. It is safe to say that no similar trans- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures into the En- 
glish tongue was ever received into equal 
favor in the same period of time. 


THE American Journal of Medical Sct- 
ence, which printed the official report of the au- 
topsy, said editorially in relation to the subject:

ter adapted to the exigencies of the case. It 
seems not improper to say that weeks ago, when 
the daily press was filled with fictitious accounts 
of the exact situation of the ball and of certain 
imaginary movements which it bad made, Dr.

Mr. Bennett, however, was always a man given 
to eccentricity, and bis latest freak of getting 
up testimonials for editors who write to suit his 
views will be overlooked, although its good taste 
will be seriously questioned.

RUSSIA. 
THE GERMAN INFLUENCE. 
Special Cable. 

BEL, Oct. 3.—The Herald’s special 
says: The principal objection to the intended 
interview of the Czar and the Emperor of 
Austria has been made by the German party 
at the Russian Cou which, since the 
Dantzic interview, has regained much of its 
lost influence. It was objected that the Em- 
peror was forbidden by Russian tradition 
to leave his dominions until his solemn 
coronation at the Kremlin. Alexander 
affected to be convinced, and said no more 
of his intention. At the same time, how- 
ever, he sent an autograph letter to the 
Emperor of Austria, again expressing his 
wish to meet him, and mentioning the ob- 
jections urged against his doing so. A dis- 
patch consenting to the interview soon after 
reached him, 

THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA 
pointed out in this message that, as Alex- 
ander III., according to etiquet, owed him 
the first visit, he would be unable to leave 
Austro-Hungary, but would be quite willing 
to arrange for an interview on the 
frontier. Alexander instantly announced 
his intention of starting on the 
24th inst. On his too zealous courtiers 
venturing to remark that this left little time 
to take precautions to insure his Majesty’s 
safety, they were sharply requested to niind 
their own affairs and do as they were ordered. 
They succeeded, nevertheless, in persuading 
his Majesty to defer his departure till Tues- 
day. Meanwnile the two confidential dis- 
patthes had been 

PUBLISHED BY THE “EGYERTETES,” 
and, as nothing assured the Emperors that 
the rest of their private correspondence in 
regard to the interview had not also fallen 
into the hands of the Socialists, the project 
was temporarily abandoned for fear of 
some criminal attempt during the journey. 
These are, so far as it is possible 
to get at them, the facts of the case. Since 
the Eqgyertetes affair, however, the Emperors 
have altered their secret cipher, and all dis- 
patches to the Emperor are now réead by 
Alexander or his Consort in person. The 
postponement of the journey was announced 
to the court last Monday. Strenous et- 
forts are dem made to induce the Emperor 
to give it up altgother, and there the matter 
rests for the present. The Imperial suite 
has been warned, however, that it may have 
to start at a moment’s notice, and engineers 
have been dispatched to inspect the various 
lines leading to the Austrian frontier. 

A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE “ GOLOS,”’ 
which has been suspended for six months, 
was lately in Berlin negotiating with the 
leading news agencies for the communication 
of all their dispatches to that paper ex- 
clusively. The Golos hopes by this means 
to make itself independent of the new Prus- 
sian telegraphic service and of the Agence 
Russe, which, oy the special authorization of 
Gen, Ignatieff, now gets at all private mes- 
sages and uses before the papers to 
which they are addressed.

To the Western Associated Press. 

St. Prrrnsnund, Oct. 3.—The meeting of 
the Czar with the Emperor of Austria is ex- 
pected to take place at Warsaw next week.

THE SULTAN’S MOVE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 3.—Nizami Pasha, 
Ali Fuad Bey, and two of the Sultan’s aides- 
de-camp have been appointed an Imperial 
Commission, and left today for Alexandria. 
It is said the Sultan acted in the matter with- 
out consulting his Ministers. It is feared in 
ministerial and diplomatic circles that this 
intervention in Egyptian affairs will create 
grave embarrassments. Each delegate is en- 
trusted with a special task. Nizami Pasha 
is directed to discover the cause leading to 
the recent military outbreak at Cairo. Ali 
Fuad Bey’s mission is of a political character— 
namely: to participate in the ultimate diplo- 
matic negotiations between the Khedive and 
the representatives of the Powers. He is also to 
report to the Sultan the reasons why the 
Khedive has hitherto neglected making a 
voyage to Constantinople, and thus recogniz- 
ing the Sultan’s suzerainty. The Third 
Commissioner, Mahmoud Bey, will assist 
both his colleagues in their respective tasks. 

THE TELEGRAM. 

Cairo, Oct. 3.—The Khedive has received 
a telegram from the Sultan expressing satis- 
faction at the turn affairs are taking, and 
adding that, animated by a desire to assist 
the Khedive, he had dispatched two Com- 
missioners to Egypt.

Dalton is the Captain of the tur 
Incram, and at 4:40 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
while baving in tow the schooner William Pres- 
ton, he ran iuto the Adams street bridge, there- 
by causing a horse and buggy, owned and driven 
— — D. T. Beolz, of No. 160 Ashland avenue, 

PRECIPITATED INTO THE RIVER. 

The tug was going at quite a slow rate at the 
time, and the vessel was in consequence only 
slightly injured in the collision. The bridge- 
tender had anticipated everything, and imme- 
diately before the collision raised the locks, so 
that the bridge was only injured where the 
bowsprit of the schooner collided with the 
railing. Mr. Beolz was driving off the 
bridge at the moment of contact, and upon see- 
ing the bridge fly open atrempted to check his 
horse and prevent him going into the river, but 
the animal was a spirited one, and his efforts 
were unsuccessful. He saved himself by 
jumping from the buggy, and his very 
narrow escape is attested by the 
bridgetender. The horse floundered about in 
the river for some time, but kept well to the 
middie of the channel, so that he could not be 
reached from the docks, and was finally drowned. 

THE BRIDGE-TENDER, 
Mr. McAuliffe, made the following statement to 
Stationkeeper Sanford at Central Station: 

“1 bad the bridge closed from two to three 
minutes and the ball up by the time the vessel 
was at Van Buren street bridge. 1 rang 
the bell for teams to clear the bridge 
after 1 saw a _  ocollision was inevitable.

“Some of the tugs got 
between the draws of the bridges once or twice 
whistiing as bard as they could whistie, but I 
promptly notified the offenders that if the trick 
was repeated that they would all be arrested, and 
the whole tum was stopped. THe TRIBUNE 
says I dont do my duty. 1 do my duty. In 
such cases as that of the barge Maine, the 
policeman can't arrest without a warrant. He 
can only arrest when be sees tp act done, and 
then he must be sure as to who is the offender.”’ 

Prosecuting-Attorney Cameron was asked 
yesterday what be was going to do in regard to 
the matter. He suid that a warrant was out for 
the arrest of Capt. Wilds, and that he would also 
be prosecuted.under the statute on a State war- 
rant. The Captain, who slip out Saturday 
night, will be back today, may amuse bim- 
seif for some time by dancing around the South 
Side Police Court.

A ROMANTIC STORY. 


Robert Dale Owen's Sketch of the In- 

teresting Career of the Wright Girls. 

Telegraph Rome Letter. 

Nearly twenty-five years ago 1 met in 
Naples my old Washington friends, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Dale Owen. Dale Owen was 
then the diplomatic representetive of our 
Government near the Court of Naples. King 
Bomba was reigning. Dale Owen was a 
remarkable man. I had known him and bis 
father, Owen of Lanark, intimately in 
Washington in 184546; they advocated the 
same advanced views Fanny Wright 
preached; but they were men, not 
women; and free love has always been a 
masculine privilege. Moreover, in 184 
we were beginning to expand as & 
Nation, and were more familiar with 
the license of the outside world; so 
Owen of Lanark, especially was quite the 
fashion in intelligent Washington society in 
that day; and a very agreeable, charming old 
gentleman he was. When [Smet Dale Owen 
in Naples twenty-odd years ago he had gone 
over to Spiritism, and was writing his 
curious book, “Footsteps on the Boundary 
of Another World.” Hume, or Home, the 
great High Priest then of the Faith or No 
Faith, visited Dale Owen that season in Na- 
ples. King Bomba’s brother, Prince Luigi, 
who was also a Spiritist, used to attend the 
interesting séances in the salon of the Amer- 


jean Minister, and some very remarkable 


feats of hocus-pocus I witnessed. 1 used to 


listen to chapters of Footsteps hot from 


the anvil, and I remember those months I 
spent in Naples as among the most 
interesting of my life. Bryant, the 
poet, and many other distinguished 
Americans and Europeons, Angelini, the 
sculptor, Dr. Lardner, and the like, were 
the friends of Dale Owen and his very clever 
and good wife, All these persons I met with 
under the most favorable influences, for 
Owens, husband and wife, were the best peo- 
ple in the world for drawing out of their as- 
sociates all they had of intelligence, and 
were always ready to contribute their own 
generous sum.

They were wards 
of the distinguished philosopher Jerem 
Bentham, who had them educated accor 
ing to his own peculiar erotchets, and very 
eccentric women he made of. them; they 
fitted into no social map, no domestic form. 
Frances had a strong, masculine mind and 
character; she took to the manly rearing 
Bentham gave her. Dale Owen first met 
them at La Grange, where a remarkable set 
of young persons were assembled around its 
celebra master, Gen. de Lafayette; Ary 
Scheffer, the great painter, was one of the 
set. Dale Owen lost his boy heart to Sylvia 
Wright, who was a marvel of beauty; and 
Ary Scheffer fell hopelesly in love with Gen. 
de Latayette’s granddaughter, Mathilde. 
Dale Owen said Scheffer always put Mathilde 
de Lafayette’s face in his pictures. 

Sylvia Wright also wentto America. She 
was no orator, but quite as Quixotic as her

was an accomplished, elegant woman, and 
very romantic; fond of the refinement and 
luxuries of life, but witha esire 
to remake ‘the world accord to the Com- 
munity pattern. Her solitary Western life 
naturally created a morbid, exalted state of 
feeling. One stormy night she was told that the 
chief of her farm hands was down with a 
fever. She went to his cabin, found him de- 
lirous, and nursed him faithfully several 
weeks, Owing to her care herecovered. He 
was a great, e, coarse animal, with- 
out education, decent breeding, or good mor- 
als; notwitlistanding all this, the 8 
beautiful gentlewoman Sylvia Wrigh 
fell madly in love with this human beast. 
She married him! Of course he treated her 
like a brute. It was the old story of 
Titania“ and Bottom with her. After 
a few months she awakened from the horrid 
spell, and loathed her miserable mate; fled 
from him; went to Europe, Nr her sis- 
ter, who adored her, and died of Heartbreak 
and mortification, leaving a baby daughter. 
Here ended Dale Owen’s story. 

Frances Wright married a Frenchman 
named d’Arusmont. She ado her sister’s 
child and called her Sylvia d’Arusmont. This 
giri inherited the large fortune of her mother 
and aunt. After the death of her adopted 
parents Sylvia d’Arusmont wished a —_ 
tendent or manager of her large estate in the 
western part of United States. She was 
recommended to a financial agent in Paris, a 
shrewd Parisien, Eugene Picault. Picault 
was the son of humble shopkee of the 
Temple quarter, an active, intelligent man, 
bold and daring. He left the narrow sphere 
of his birth, — K out 2 — 
speculations, was one o ose Uu 
scrupulous men in whose hands rests the 
devil’s gift—even dry leaves turn to gold.

THE SECOND PRESBYTERIAN CALIS THE 
REV. DR. CODDINGTON, 

The,.congregation of the Second Presbyterian 
Church held a meeting last evening and unani- 
mously elected the Key.

LEDYARD ON THE SITUATION. 

Mr. H. B. Ledyard, General Manager of the 
Michigan Central Railroad, was in the city yes- 
terday. He arms the report that the Erie & 
North Shore, as well as the South Shore Fast 
Freight Lines, have received nptice to withdraw 
from the Vanderbilt lines. This action, he says, 
is due to the fact that the Erie bas not kept 
faith with the Vanderbilt lines in the matter of 
rates. Besides, the Erie is now building an inde- 
pendent line to this cit y, and when this is com- 
pleted the Erie would cease anyway to give any 
of its business to the Vanderbilt roads. It would, 
therefore, be a question of me when the above- 
named Erie fast freignt lines cease to do busi- 
ness over the Vanderbilt roads, and the latter 
consider it the best policy for their interests to 
cease doing business with the Erie fast freight 
lines now, and allow only such lines as run ex- 
clusively over the Vanderbilt roads to do their 
business. 

As regards the reports that it is Mr. V agder- 
bilt's intention to discontinue all fast freight 
lines, except the Merchants’ Dispatch, the stock 
of which is now princivally owned by the Lake 
Shore and New York Centra! Roads, Mr. Ledyard 
says be kuew nothing; yet it may be possible 
that such is Mr. Vanderbilt's intention. Noth- 
ing could be gained by having too many fast 
freight lines. Each fast freight line had its own 
officers, and the competition between them 
often led to the cutting of rates. One fast freight 
line could, in his opinion, handle all the business 
of the Vanderbilt roads, and not only would the 
expenses thereby be cousiderably reduced, but 
wuch confusion would avoided. 

Like Mr. McCullough, of the Pennsylvania, 
Mr. Ledyard is of the opinion that the present 
railrvuad war would continue for some time to 
come, as tbere were no prospects what- 
ever of a speedy settiement. Mr. Vander- 
bilt, he says, is fighting for a principle, 
and no matter bow great his losses be does not 
mean to give up this fight until he has carried 
bis point. The Vanderbilt roads are principally 
New York roads, and they cannot afford w al- 
low that city to be discriminated against by the 
Philadeiphia and Baltimore lines. The latter 
have been making lower rates to Phiiadeiphia 
and Baltimore thanto New York, and thus di- 
verted the business from the latter point. Mr. 
Vanderbilt demands that the rates from Chicago 
shall be the same to New York as to the other 
Eastern seaboard points. The differcnee in 
mileage to the various points was so inconsid- 
erate as to cut no figure whatever. The justice 
ot Mr. Vanderbilt's position could best be 
demonstrated by the fact that the Grand Trunk, 
tor instance, demands a lower rate to Buston 
than the other lines because it has a longer 
route, and the Pennsylvania and Baltimore & 
Ohio demand a lower rate to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore because they have shorter hues 
to those points. If Mr. Vanderbilt submitted to 
these claims, New York would have no show at 
all, and Mr. Vanderbilt is therefore compelled to 
fight until the other lines recede from their 
present position and agree to make the rates to 
all seaboard points alike. 

In regard to the passing of tne last dividend 
by the Michigan Central, Mr. Ledyard said that 
it was true that his road did not earn enoufh 
money to pay a dividend, but while the losses of 
the Michigan Central were heavy at present, it 
wus doing as well as any of the other Eastern 
lines. None of the Eastern roads made any 
money at present, and if they had to depend 
upon their carnings to pay a dividend they 
would no more be able to declare it than the 
Michigan Central. 

Mr. Ledyard also stated that the east-bound 
business was not heavy at present on account of 
the grain biockade at this point. Most of the 
graiag now coming in here goes into the eleva- 
tors, which are rapidly filling up. Wether this 
was due to another corner, or because the 
prices in the East were not high enough to war- 
rent shipments, he could not say. In any event, 
it was a bad thing, especially for the estern 
lines,which would soon be biockaded and un- 
able to move business forward if this condition 
of affairs continued much longer. 


WILL HE RESIGN? 

A few days ago Tue TRIBUNE stated that it 
was rumored that General-Manager Haupt of 
the Northern Pacific intended to resign, and 
that Mr. S. R. Calloway, at present General 
Manager of the Grand Trunk, was mentioned as 
his successor. Generai-Manager Haupt has not 
yet made a denial of the correctness of the ru- 
mor, but the following dispatch from Mr. Callo- 
way to him has been published, to show that 
there is no foundation for the rumor as far as 
Mr. Calloway is concerned:

Haupt has a five-yeurs’ contract with the North- 
ern Pucific, and he cannot be retired unless he 
voluntarily does so. The reason why the pres- 
ent owners of the Northern Pacific desire Mr. 
Haupt to retire from the management of the 
road is not because he has proved in any way 
inefficient; on the contrary, itis generally ad- 
mitted that he has made an able and efficient 
General Manager. But he was appointed by Mr. 
Billings, the former President of the road, and 
the Villard people, who are now in 
control, desire to have the" road man- 
aged by a man of their own appointment. 
it is their desire to have Vice-President 
T. F. Oakes assume general control of the busi- 
ness affairs of the property, and then appoint a 
General Manager or General Superintendent to 
tuke charge of the operating departments.

HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

John McCullough, having dropped the classic 
robes of the Roman centurion, appeared before 
a very large audience last evening in Shak- 
speare’s play of * King Lear,” which Richard 
Grant White has called the “ grandest and sub- 
tlest existing work of imagination.“ It is a 
favorit réle with this actor- the portrayal of the 
doting, irascible, uureasoning father—as it was 
of Edwin Forrest, from whom Mr. McCullough 
has to some extent inberited his interpretation 
of the part. Next to“ Hamlet,” “ King Lear 
is the longest play Shakspeare ever wrote. Its 
proper presentation is always a severe tax on 
the resources of the management. It deals with 
a remote period in the history of Britain, ano, 
though Lear was a mythical King, a cer- 
tain fidelity to the imagined period of 
his reign is required both ju costumes and in 
scenery. There are no authorities to which one 
can turn for models, and the result is an obliga- 
tion to depeud upon the taste and judgment of 
the scene-painter and costumer in order to 
avoid any glaring inconsistencies. The play 
was well mounted last night, and the costuming 
at least appropriate. hat Lear’s daughter 
dressed after the fashion of the ladies in the 
modern presentation is hardly probable. It is 
equaily improbable that any ladies should con- 
sent to wear today the dress of che time to 
which this play may probably be credited. The 
scenery was new and bright. A novel effect was 
produced by the use of the electric light 
in the imitation of lightning. Better 
stage-lightning das never been seen. and, 
although the mechanism for its produc- 
tion is both complicated and elaborate, 
the realism of the flash is startiing. The com- 
pany supporting Mr. McCullough did not ap-

THE NEW WELLAND CANAL. 

Toronto Mail: “Surely, if slowly, the work of 
enlarging the Welland Canal is being brought to 
an end, and when it is at last thrown open to the 
fleets of both countries, Canada will have made 
a strong bid for the carrying trade of the lakes. 
Already its influence is felt by the rail- 
way interest of the other side, and a dispatch 
from Buffalo yesterday announced that the rail- 
way companies ran their steamers at a loss of 
nearly a —— of a cent per bushel, rather 
than see the grain directed to the Weiland Canal 
route. Of course such a loss could only occur 
when the lake rates are at the exceptionally low 
figures ruling at present, but it shows the rail- 
way maguates are fully aware of the influence 
to be exerted by their powerful rival when once 
fairly in the field. Although dividends may not 
be paid, working expenses must be earned, and 
sooner or later they would have to give up the 
unequal fight, but in the meantime they will but 
force the Canadian Government to make a re- 
taliatory move. Already those interested in the 
canal (and they represent a strong influence) are 
agitating fora further reductien of the tolls, 
and it only requires to be placed before the Gov- 
ernment ina proper light to become an accom- 
plished fact.

Philosophy of the Bloomington Lynach-

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 

Crnicaao, Oct. 3.—Lynched. This dread word 
is a very common head-line in the news col- 
umns of the daily journals of the country. 
When its locale is on the frontier or in the late 
Confederate States the reader passes it without 
much thought; but when, as yesterday, it ap- 
pears over a dispatch from a large city in an oid 
State—Bloomington, in IIlinois—it is sufficiently 
startling to cause serious reflection. 

Lynching is wrong; it should be condemned 
everywhere, not only in great, bighly civilized 
communities, bat on the frontier and in the 
Confederate States. Lynching is wrong every- 
where, because there is no place in this country 
without laws for the punishment of crime; and 
the laws should be executed, not defied, by 
those who make them.

Carbolic acid, as 
used in violent diseases, might have a poisonous 
effect by its inordinate strength, but in ovariot- 
omy, the use of it as spray would be more 
judicious. In virulent cancerous diseases, car- 
bolic acid, diluted with salycilic acid, is almost 
a specific fur malignant inflammation. At the 
close of the exercises, Dr. Litton Forbes, of Lon- 
don, exbibited a fine glass model of the human 
eye, improved by his patent, and constructed 
for the satisfactory uuderstanding of various 
ophthalmatic diseases of a complicated nature.

ALLEGED PERJURY. 

Levi Martin, a nickel-plater, liv at No. 0

It seems that Rudeger was enjoined, in the ac- 
tion brought by the Union Nickel Company, 
from making, seiling, or using any anodes, or so- 
lution for nickel-plating described in the letters 
patent issued to one Isaac Adams Jr.: that some 
time thereafter be was called upon to show 
cause why be shouldn't be attached for violat- 
ing the injunction, the rule to show cause being 
based upon the aforementioned affidavit, which 
is now alleged by Ruderer to be false. In that 
affidavit Martin swore that he had 
been at Rudeger's place, 
seen the workmen us: the 
sulphate ot nickel and ammonia, the 
use of which bad been prohibited by the in- 
junction. In his complaint alleging perjury, 
Kudeger denies that Martin was at the shop, or 
that he saw any of the aforesaid preparation. 
and deciares that the preparation then in use 
was not the same preparation used prior to the 
issuance of the injuncdon, and, to be still more 
specific, that it wasn’t the double solution of 
sulphur and ammonia. Mr. Rudeger naturally 
claims that he has been damaged by the alleged 
false allidavit, while Martin, whose memory had 
to be refreshed yesterday afteruoon by the date 
ot his affidavit, bad nothing to say except that 
if he swore to what was therein set forth, it 
must be true. The question of veracity will be 
settled one way or the other at me hearing this 
afternoon.

THE LIN coLN MONUMENT. 
A LOCATION DECIDED UPON. 

Mr. Thomas F. Withrow, General Solicitor for 
the Rock Island Railroad, returned yesterday 
morning from his summer vacation, and was 
asked by a TRIBUNE reporter what progress was 
being made by George Payson, J. W. Brooks, 
and bimseif, as trustees, towards carrying out 
the wishes of the late Eli Bates in the erection 
of a monument to Abraham Lincoln. 

Mr. Withrow said that the executor of the 
will, Mr. Brooks, was settling up the estate as 
rapidiy as possible, but as there were large 
landed interests in Michigan, Wisconsin, and in 
this city, some time would yet be required to ar- 
rive at a tinal settlement. It was thought 
however, that the estate would be sufficient to 
pay all legacies in full at least, and that the 
trustees would have the entire $40,000 to apply 
toward the monument, and $15,000 with which to 
erect the fountain. They had decided to set the 
monument at a point about 400 feet directly 
north of the Dearborn avenue entrance. Fur- 
ther than this no decision had been reached by 
the trustees, nor would there be until the estate 
was finally settled and the legacy paid over, 
when they would know how much money could 
be expended, and would then be ready to receive 


plans and bids.

row, that the sum win be sufficient to place in 
Lincoln Park a monument of the tirst order of 
workroanshbip, and one that all our citizens will 
ever feel highly proud ot. 


THE STOCK-YARDS, 
THE INSURANCE MEN AND THE PACKERS. 

A general meeting of insurance men was held 
at the rooms of the Board of Underwriters yes- 
terday afternvon to bear the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to consider the subject of fire 
protection at the Stock-Yards. Mr. C. H. Case 


presided. 

Mr, Charles Drew, from the committee, read 
their report, which was substantially as follows: 

They had recommended to the packers that 
not less than a twenty-four-ineh main be laid 
directly trom the lake to the packing-house. dis- 
trict, stopping, say, at Forty-seventh street. 
there to connect with the mains leading 
through Ashiand avenue, Packers aveuue, 
and the streets between the Stock- 
Yards and the puck m- houses, the 
latter not to be less than sixteen inches, with a 
tweive-inch intersecting main on each street, 
all to be well supplied with double hydrants to 
be attached directly tothe mains by six-inch 
pipe connections; also, the construction of five 
reservoirs in Packers avenue, each of not less 
than 600,000 gailons capacity, the same to be 
filled by the street-mains, and to be kept for 
fire purposes only; also, the purchase of two ad- 
ditional steam fire engines and a chemical en- 
gine, the men controlling the latter to be in- 
spectors to look over the — Fr sce 
that the watchmen do their duty. etc.; also, that 
the streets be put in good condition. 

The packers bad decided to build four large 
reservoirs at suitable points, holding in all 
12,000,000 gallons, with large sewer connections, 
supplied with wells from which steamers could 
draw water. As the Stock- Yards reservvir, con- 
taining 9.000.000 gallons, would aiso be availabie, 
this would make 21,000,000 in all. The Town of 
Lake would lay a twenty-four-inch main to 
State and Sintycooventh street, where it would 
connect with a fourteen-ioch one and then a 
tweive-inch pipe leading through the Town of 
Lake to the Stock-Yards. Another fire engine 
had been purchased, and would soon be in serv- 
ice. 

The committee were of opinion that there wus 
but one way to bring about the desired improve- 
ments, and that was for the underwriters of the 
city as a body to adopt a schedule tariff cbarg- 
ing for each deficiency found to exist until the 
same was remedied. 

Such atariff was submitted, and it was adopted. 

So the rate of insurance hereafter at the 
Stock -Yards, notwithstanding the improvements 
the authorities and the packers have in view 
and will make, will depend on the manner in 
which each house is protected by the owner.

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THE CLEVELAND BILLS. 


They Are to Be Investigated by a 
Committee of the Board. 


Letter from Seven of the Eight 
Who Went to the Funeral. 


They Deny All Misconduct There, but Ad- 
mit the Bill Was Too Large. 


Commissioner David Clark Does Not 
Unite in this Epistle. 


The County Board yesterday ordered an in- 
vestigation into the correctness of the bill 
presented and paid on account of the Cleveland 
trip. Commissioners Coburn, Hutt, Senne, ana 
Purington will have charge of the investigation. 
and will enter upou the work this afternoon at 2 
o'clock. 

Just what course these gentlemen will pursue 
itisimpossible to foreshadow, but the resolu- 
tiun under which they have been appointed is 
broad enough to take in everything, and if they 
do not get at the bottom facts it will be the 
fault of the witnesses. They will, ot course, 
call Messrs. Filkins and Clark and examine 
them under oath, they having deen the 
managers ot the excursion, and also the 
prime movers in the passage of the 
pill. They will, very naturally, be asked to pre- 
sent a showing of what they paid out and for 
what purposes, and will also be asked to account 
for the $547.50 received from the county, and 

especially the sums they received and receipted 
for over and above what) they figured was due 
them personally. The other Commissioners 
who went upon the trip will also be questioned 
particularly about the carriage hire, and upon 
the whole if there is not some richness devel- 
oped it will be strange. 

The investigation will not be thorough and 
complete, however, if a charge made yesterday 
to the effect the minutes of the board cov- 
eriug the vot away of the money bad been 
tampered with, is not looked into.

The motion that Mr. Clark did make was to 
pay the bill. and it was ordered paid, and this is 
the loug and short of it. Had he made the mo- 
tion attributed to him, even, it would have been 
out of order, and the fact of its being enter- 
tained would be no excuse. It would have been 
against all parliamentary laws and usages, and 
against the rules of the board, and without 
precedent in legislative bodies. But the ques- 
tion is, first, whether the minutes were tixed up 
or not; and, second, whether the County Treas- 

urer paid the bill upon proper authority. The 
baste displayed in getting the money is a sus- 
spicious circumstance, and will be incidentally 
considered, of course.

and upseemly conduct, and as otherwise conducting 
themselves in a manner calculated to bring disgrace 
upon them and the body they represented.

We there- 
fore desire to submit to zee. and through you, to the 
public, a brief account of the facts as we know them 
to have occurred. 

When we arrivedin Cleveland on the morning of 
the funeral we proceeded to the Kennard House to 
ascertain what arrangements had been made, if any.

mittees from bur State. then met the Gov- 
ernor, who informed us that, so great wus the crowd, 
no arrangements had been or could be made whereby 
any except members of the State Government and 
Committee and a very few others could obtain post- 
tions in advance; but be issued badges to us which he 
suid would enable us at the — r time to obtain 
sume place in the procession, admit us within 
limits where we coaid — ‘the principal cere- 
monies. With this we were content., and next turned 
our attention to securing carriages for our party. 

rior to leaving Chicago, arrangements bud been 
made,aswe understood, by telegraph for enough 
carriages to convey all the Commissioners who would 
be likely to attend. it was found on our arrival that 
but tree of these could be obtained. An order was 
then procured assigning our party its position in the 
procession, and as we drove to the street on which it 
was being formed the Marshal met us und placed ns, as 
we supposed. in the proper position. This was behind a 
large number of other carriages, but we were unable 
to see or know what delegations, committees, or offi- 
cials were ahead of or behind us. Twice afterwards. 
while waiting the completion ot the ceremonies in 
the public square, the Marshal and one or two of his 
aids came and spoke with the occupants of our fore- 
most carriage, courteously remarking that we were all 
right, and requesting that we keep our place in the 
line. This was done, and it. was not until the proces- 
sion was well under way thatit was discovered that 
our three carriages were ahead of those Geonames by 
Lnited States Senators, or rather that the latter were 
out of place so as to bring them bebind ours. 
the Marshal or pant Deputy ordered us to halt in order 
to correct the mistake.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks were active in comparison with the 
movement of last week, and prices declined till 
near the close, when there was a slight rally. 
Considering that Government bonds went off on 
nccount of the stringency in money, and that. in 
the anxiety tosecure funds, Secretary Windom 
was offered three times as many Londs as he 
bid for, the stock market was well held. Kates 
for ioans in Wall street advanced to 25 per cent 
per annum, but closed at 6 per cent. Some 
pressure was reported to seil Vanderbilts.

with the demand. Green fruits were in fair de- 
mand for all descriptions. The peaches received 
were venerally of an inferior or unsound char- 
acter, and commanded comparatively low fig- 
ures. Hides, grease, and tailow are in moderate 
demand and steady at last week’s prices. The 
trade in metals and tinners ware continues 
brisk, and prices generally firm. Potatoes are 
in rather light receipt, and firm at 80@90c perjbu 
by the car-lot. Wool is quiet and unchanged, 
transactions being mostiy in the low grades. In 
seeds timothy was weak at $2.65. Flaxseed sold 
down to $1.40, a deciine of 3c from Saturday, 
and clover seed was dull at $5.75705.55. 

Freights were still dull and flat, the only char- 
ter announced being a vessel loading with 16,000 
bu corn for Collingwood on terms which did not 
transpire. Shippers could not be induced to 
talk of the shipment of avy kind of grain to 
Buffalo.

Short crops of grain, and fuli elevators! If 
this does nut justify the wisdom ot the remark, 
no room to put nothing. it must be arrant 
nonsense. 

Somebedy remarked yesterday that prices are 
80 high as to be higufalutin! 

A shipper figured up the situation yesterday 
and found a loss of ds 6d per quarter on wheat 
and-Is Sd on corn shipments to Liverpool, though 
freights are down to the lowest point ever 
known. No one will tell how low; but there is 
reason to think that grain was taken last 
week on a basis of not more than 
lsc per bu to Liverpool. With New York at pre- 
cisely the same price as Chicago for corn (at one 
time yesterday le below us, there certainly is 
no profit in shipping that cereal to the seaboard, 
and it is no wonder that some parties bere 
should call on the Directors of the Board of 
Trade tor a fixing of the price which shall serve 
as a basis for margins. The demoralization 
that has followed the speculative up-turn has 
extended to the ocean as well as our lake ma- 
rine. A letter from New York states that sev- 
eral vessels left that port the tatter part of last 
week in ballast fyr the Mediterranean. 

Our warehouses are already full. The Rock 
Isiand has ceased receiving, and it was stated 
yesterday that the C.. B. & . houses will receive 
no more atter today. The Munger Wheeler 
houses yet have room, as they do not receive 
much from corn roads. The proposition to 
charter vessel room in the harbor is meeting 
with much favor, and the receipts issued on 
grain stored in such vessels will undoubtedly be 
declared regular. itis also thought probable 
that severai cribs will be built in the cit, at- 
tached to some of the elevators or otherwise. 
The feeling is very strong in regard to the 
blockading of trade by the cornering process. 
The people who own grain in the country, 
which they have long since sold to be 
delivered here, and now find themselves 
threatened with inability to putitin store, are 
wrathful. We note that grain was offered here 
yesterday free on board Eastern cars at a shade 
below the same in store, and it promises to be at 
a decided discount ere long. There was about 
6c discount on track wheat a year ago — 
spring. 

We note that there are about 0 ä 
here, ali loaded with No. 2 high mixed corn, the 
aggregate being some 170,000 bu. These should 
be deciared regular, as well as the contents of 
vessels in harbor. 

The existing grain giutis having a serious 
effect indirectly upon the lumber trade. Ar- 
rivais of the latter commodity are heavy, and 
what is unusuel, the present season at least, 
vessels remain on the market sometimes three 
and four days before being able to dispose of 
their cargoes. There is a good demand for lum- 
ber for tho illinois River trade, but it has been 
next to impossibie for the last tea days to secure 
canaiboats for the carrying of lumber to the 
various river points. The yard docks are about 
full of lumber, thus rendering this industry al- 
most as stagnant, so far as movement to market 
is concerned, as the several branches of the grain 
trade. 

The Directors of the Board of Trade held a 
meeting vesterday. and fixed on Me per bu as 
the figure for marginson October contracts. 
That looks to be about what it is worth to a 
man up a tree.“ 


PROVISIONS, 

HUG PRODUCTS—Were moderately active and 
generally stronger. The Liverpool telegrams re- 
ported an advance of about 2s per 112 Ibs in the price 
of meats, which is an unusually smart jump, and 
there was some shipping demand here for meats at 
good relative prices.

“ GRAVEYARD INSURANCE. * 


The “Sporting-"Ien” of the Country 
Turning Their Attention to This New 
Avenue of Money- Making.

WILKESBARRR, Pa., Oct. 3.—The graveyard in- 
surance business is assuming an alarming phase 
in this vicinity, and if something is not done 
very soon to puta stop to the wholesale traffic 
in human life, the records of crime will ere long 
outstrip in tragic accessories the terrible Mollie 

Maguire crusades of a few years ago. Within a 

very short time no less than four old people in 

this city have passed away Under most suspi- 
cious circumstances. The last, which is ro- 
vealed today, is the case of an old lady 
named RKenolds, who died about two 
weeks ago. Her son advertises in the 
papers that all policies that have issued on her 
life in the speculation companies were never 
authorized and are frauds. He further says 
that his mother was first taken sick last June; 
that a physician was called and prescribed for 
her as suffering from jaundice; that this doctor 
visited ber several times, and finally left her 
rapidly couvalescing. Subsequently the woman 
was taken down again. The same physician was 
called, but, he being absent, another doctor, a 
well-known practitioner of this city, was se- 
cured. This pbysician saw the sick woman, and 
decided that no medicines be given her. The 
family thought it strange, but yielded assent to 
the orders. In two weeks the woman died, and, 
in view of the fact that the phvsician who last 
attended her is largely interested in death-bed 
insurance, holding many policies on aged feeble 
people, and being also medical adviser of sev- 
eral graveyard companies, the charge is made 
that he conspired to hurry her into the grave. 

The woman was poor but decidedly respectable, 

and the case is creating a great deal of excite- 

ment. Another case is reported of an old man 
named O Boyle, living a few miles from this city, 
who died on Wednesday last, to the great joy of 

a syndicate of insurance sharks in this city who 

had $200,000 on his life. The Catholic Bishops 

and priests are denourcing the harpies from the 
pulpit, but this cannot possibly stop the busi- 
ness. Metropolitan professional gamblers have 
been attracted to this locality, and well-known 
ween 4 men from New York, Philadelphia.

Johnnie Lamb to Be Tried Tomor- 
row for Burglary. 


Lawyer O’Brien Makes a Virtuous Pro- 
test Against Jury-Packing. 


New Suits, Divorces, Judgments, Con- 
fessions, Etc. 


THE LAMB CASE, 

The notorious Johnnie Lamb, who bas already 
been once convicted and sentenced to hang for 
the murder of Police-Officer Kace, was up in the 
Criminal Court yesterday before Judge Barnum 
on the same old indictment, the defendant, as 
the public will recollect, having been fortunate 
enough to secure a new trial. The burgiary case 
against Johnuie was also set for trial yesterday, 
it being originally the intention of State's-At- 
toruey Milis to proceed with the trial of the de- 
fendant on at least one of the indictments, 
though the attorneys on the other side might not 


be ready in both cases. The two cases, as any 
one at ail familiar with them will know. are 
closely linked together. In October, 1878, the 


‘dry-goods establishment of E. S. Jaffray & Co., 


on Fifth avenue, was burglarized of a valuable 
lot ot goods, and the plunder was taken to the 

yawn shop of Lesser Friedeburg, on State street. 
While the men in charge of the stolen goods 
were negotiating with Lesser, who, by the way, 
has been convicted and sentenced to the peni- 
tentary for his participation in the affair, 
Officer Race appeared en the scene, and in bis 
endeavor to arrest the gang was shot and 
killed by one of the number. Jobunie 
Lamb, as the evidence in his first trial showed 
conclusively, was the man who fired the fatal 
shot. *“Sheeny’’ George, also in jail now, was 
an accomplice. 

When the cases were called yesterday Mr. 
Mills expressed a desire to proceed first with the 
one for burgiary. 

Mr. Forrest, who, with Mr. O’Brien, is the de- 
fendant’s counsel, stated that he wanted the 
murder case tried tirat. The Court also thought 
that the murder case should be tried first, but 
said the matter was optional with the State's 
Attorney. The latter said he was not ready ex- 
cept as to the burglary prosecution. 

After some discuasion, the defense was given 
until Wednesday morning to prepare for the 
trial ot the burglary case. Before this disposi- 
tion of the matter was reached, however, the 
defense offered an objection to the manner in 
which the jurors for the term had been sum- 
moned—by special venire. They should have 
been selected, Mr. Forrest argued, by the County 
Board, in the usual way. 

Mr. Mills replied that the common law gave 
the court power to keep itself running, in case 
the County Board negiected its work. 

Mr. O’Brien thought that suchalaw might 
lead to jury-packing(!!) The Court, nowever, 
sustained Mr. Mills.

LORD LORNE AT FORT GARRY. 

WINNIPEG, Man., Oct. L—Word bas been re- 
ceived describing the trip of the Governor- 
General and his party from Battleford to Fort 
Garry, where they arrived Sept. 12. The jopr- 
ney across the plains, so seldom undertaken, 

was successfully accomplished, though it took 
longer than was expected. A half-breed and an 
Indian ac ted as guides, and took a more south- 
erly direction than was anticipated, and as no 
trail existed, the long grass and occasion- 
ally bad water were very trying to 
‘tne horses, Sounding Lake was reached 
on the 3d. The weather for the next 
two days was very coid, with several degrees of 
frostat night. Recent traces of buffalo were 
found on the 5th, and on the Tth a herd of 
thirteen was seen, when a bunt was quickly got 
up, and three buils were killed. The same day 
ed Deer River was crossed, and it was for- 
tunately low enough to ford, thus saving much 
time. The river runs through u deep ravine at 
the spot, which was so steep on the south side 
that the wagons bad to be hauled up singly by 
double teams. On the high table! the 
severest storm of wind and rain, lasting twelve 
hours, was encountered. The borses suffered 
from the effects of the cold and the rain. 

Blackfoot Crossmg was reached on Friday 
evening, the 1%th. Twenty-one hundred Black- 
feet anc 450 Sacs were encamped here, and Lurd 
Lorne beld a council early next day. the oid 
Chief Crowfoot being at the head of the Indi- 
ans. Abouteighty of these were mounted, and 
went through a small field-day. In many re- 
spects they seemed to be a more organized trihe 
than any yet seen. They left Biackfoot Cross- 
ing the same evening. Next day, about twenty- 
five miles from Fort Garry, Lord Lorne was met 
by Lieut.-Col. Irvine and Capt. Colton, who 
brougut some fresh horses, and by 1 o'clock to- 
day the party were encam within full view 
of the snowy peaks of the Rocky Mountains. 

A portion of the plain traversed in the long 
jouraey of 340 miles throu 
fitted, except at intervals, for agricultural pur- 
poses, almost without exception adapted for 
wrazing. For some days the route traversed 
was 3,000 feet above the level of the sea and 
thickly intersected by creeks and guilies. The 
conduct and exertions of the, mounted police, 
escorts, and drivers under Lieut.-Col. Herckmer 
were beyond ail praise.

AN OPEN LETTER. 


Col. Bliss to Gen. Arthur—Abuses of the 
New Work Machine Exposed—Gen. 
Arthur Could Cure Them with a Word 
—Who Mas Heard That Word! 

New York Herald, Nov. 26, 1879. 

New York, Nov. 12, 1879—Gen. C. A. Arthur— 
Dran Sin: The election is over, and I am at 
length free to gratify a desire long entertained 
to say a few words to you publicly without dau- 
ger of doing real harm to either a cause or to 
individuals. If 1 did not think I should do good 


to a cause I should keep silent. 

Atter the plan of the present Republican or- 
ganization of the City ot New York had been 
prepared and adopted by William Orton and 
Jackson S. Schultz, the committee appointed for 
that purpose by the State Committee, it was re- 
marked in Mr. Orton's presence, and concurred 
in by him, that the usefulness of the organiza- 
tion then to be established would last not more 
than ten years, for the reason that everything 
degenerates in New York, and that nothing de- 
generates so fast as a political organization. 
Wthers present thought so highly of the plan 
adopted, with its clubs and guards against un- 
fair dealing, that they dissented from this ob- 
servation. Ten years have not elapsed, and 
yet, I think, no one with any knowledge what- 
ever of the present condition of the Republican 
organization in this city has much doubt that 
the prediction is likely to prove correct unless 
Vigorous meusures are adopted. 

There are in the city 3 Pay district as- 
sociations, one to each assembly district. Every 
Republican is absolutely eutitied, by the terms 
of the constitution, to become a member of the 
association in the district in which he resides. 
On the other hand, no person is allowed to be or 
remain a member of an asseciawon in a district 
where be does not reside. Among other features 
of the constitution, provision is made giving the 
Republicans the right to inspect and copy the 
roll of members at reasonable times, and for se- 
curing, by challenge and otherwise, honest 
electors of office and of delegates from the asso- 
ciations. These and other rights given by the 
coustitution are supposed to be efficiently pro- 
tected by right of appeal to the Central Com- 
mittee. I think no one who reads the coustitu- 
tion will doubt that in theory and on paper it is, 
in spite of some minor provisions which have 
proved impracticable, a fair and just one, 
guarding all rights, giving to the Republicans 
Of the city that local and central organization 
which every one agrees is insome form essen- 
tial. 

Lut what is the present condition of these or- 
fanizations in fact! There were nominally ou 
the rolis of the twenty-four District Associa- 
tions at thetimeof the reapportionment last 
summer 13,35 members, representing the 75.000 

tepublicans of the city. That number on the 
rolis has been somewhat increased since. But 
you and I know that these rolls are utterly de- 
ceptive. Instead ot the annuai revision which 
the constitution requires, so that persons who 
have died or removed may be dropped from the 
roll, in many districts the names of all persons 
who have ever been members are retained, ex- 
cept, of course, those who refuse to do the bid- 
dingof the controlling powers in the Association. 
* ALLEGED” ROLLS. 

When, last summer, in consequence of the 
new districting of the city, it became necessary 
to produce the rolis of the several associations, 
the curse of things was such as to raise grave 
doubts as to whether, in fact, some of the asso- 
ciations had any rolls at all. The alleged copies 
which were furnisbed showed some extraordi- 
nary things. The roll of the Eighteenth District 
Association, of which you are the most eminent 
member, contained the names of many persons 
who had long ceased to be residents of the dis- 
trict. That portion of the rall which embraced 
members residing in the present Eleventh Dis- 
trict contained the name of so prominent a man 
us Thomas Murphy, who had notoriously long 
since removed out of the district. It bore the 
name of at least one man who had avowedly 
ceased to to be a Republican and who was 
named at the recent election as a Tammapy- 
Hall inspector. 

But that roll. or that portion of it, was purity 
itself compared to some others. The roll of un- 
other district organization purported to contain 
the names of, 1 think, about 600 persons. When 
notices were sent to them at the pluces desig- 
nated on the roll more than haif of them were 
returned with the message that the persons were 
not known there. The roll of the Nineteenth 
Assembly District Association contained about 
350 names, more than any other district in the 
city except the Ninth, where the Kepublican 
vote is large, while in the Nineteenth District it 
is small. 1 am within bounds when I say that 
not a tithe of these names really belong there. 
The same condition of things exists in other dis- 
tricts to such an extent that the one gentleman 
most competent to judge, and one surely not 
biased against the present Organization, agreed 
with mea few days since in saying that of the 
13,355 or more names borne on the twen- 
ty-four district rolls, not 6.000 should 
be there. The fact that these bogus or im- 
proper names afford convenient means tor 
fraudulent voting, and so controlling the asso- 
ciations, and that they have beyond doubt, in 
some cases, been used for that purpose shows 
how objectionable these rotten rolis are. Again, 
the rolls of many of the asaociations are full of 
the names of mer not Republicans, in many 
cases avowed Democrats—names of men used 
by the managers perpetuate their control of 
the associations.” Abundant evidence of this 
tact is found in the reports made by and state- 
ments presented to commuttees of the Central 
Committee, and conventions called under its 
authority withinthe past year. On the other 
hand, desirable members—good Kepublicans, 
who bave an absolute right to become members 
—are excluded. Sometimes this is done by a di- 
rect rejection, but oftener bya refusal to act 
upon names presented by banging them upin a 
committee which never reports. If, then, after 
two meetings. an attempt is made under the 
constitution to bring the associauon to a direct 
vote on the names proposed, a postponement is 
ordered in direct violation of the constitution, 
leaving no course but an appeal to the Central 
Committee, which is sure not to actagainst * the 
henchmen.” J 

IMPOSSIBLE TO GET A GLIMPSE. 

Ine rolls of the association are in many cases 
kept as sacredly closed from inspection as the 
books of the sibyls. While the constitution gives 
an absolute right to examine and copy them, it 
is in many districts impossible to get a glimpse 
of them. If publicity were given, not only 
would their rottenness appear, but persons de- 
siring to contest with the managersof the or- 
ganization would have a fair chance—could ex- 
ervise the right of challenge and couid com- 
municate with members. The result.of this 
secretiveness is that in some districts men find, 
when they present themselves to vote at ciec- 
tions in the associauons, that they are or are not 
members, according as they are or are not pre- 
pared to vote a ticket satisfactory to the con- 
trolling powers in the association. Another 
abuse is, under the pretense of a revision of the 
roll, te drop members not subservient to the 
powers that be, or, if this is prevented, to expel 
under the pretense of charges, the real gist of 
which is that the persons accused are diso- 
bedient. 

Elections in the associations are in many cases 
—in most cases where there is any contest —con- 
ducted witb conspicuous unfairness. It was in 
evidence before the Central Committee, and not 
denied, that last December in our association 
no one was allowed to enter the place of meet- 
ing unless he hada postai-card witha certain 
stamp on it. or something of that nature, and 
that the ingenious pian was adopted of mailing 
these cards to obnoxious nembers from a dis- 
tant postal station an hour or two before tbe 
time for the clection, so that it was impossivie 
for them to reach the members till next day. 
Yet the Centrai Committee affirmed the validity 
of an election held in that way. but as a saive to 
its conscience ordered the Executive Committee 
to investigate and report on that association 
within sixty days. This order was made last 
January or February, on, I think, your motion, 
certainly on your assurance that it must be 
done. Yet that Executive Committee has never 
reported, never investigated, never taken any 
steps to do so; and I may add, that few who re- 
membered how convenienta body the Execu- 
tive Committee has proved itself for the burial 
of matters obnoxious to tne controlling powers 
everexpected it to report. 

This is a specimen brick at once of the man- 
agement of many of the associations and of the 
care which the Central Committee takes to keep 
up the form of fairness.and at the same time 
not to interfere with the acts of those wno sub- 
serviently control these associations—* hench- 
men. I have heard them calied. 

In another case, by oversight, a person clearly 
ineligible was elected last December to the 
Presidency of an associauon. Under the con- 
stitution all votes cast for bim were declared to 
be void, and the person having the next highest 
number was entitied to the office. But the claim 
of the rightful President has never been con- 
sidered. So notorious is it that the elections in 
the associations are not fairly conducted that 
contests are of rare occurrence. It is the con-

Effect of KRepealing the Blood Tax 
Reduction of Price from $3.90 Per 
Ounce to 82—American Producers Not 
Hurt—Everybody Beneftited. 

New York, Sept. 30.— To the Editors of the 
New York Evening Post: After twelve years of 
hard work we were gratified with the total 
abolition of the quinine duty in June, 1879. 

The immediate reward I received for my share 
of the good work was excessive abuse from the 
quinine monopolists, and it was predicted that 
hot only would the American quinine in- 
dustry entirely be swept away, but quinine 
woufd actually be dearer in the United States 
free of duty than it was with a 20 per cent duty 


on. 

Three years have now passed since the duty 
was removed. Let me therefore show the re- 
sujt. The price of quinine no in September, 
1881. is for American $2 per ounce, and the best 
brands of foreign quinine can be bought from 
$1.80 to $1.85 per ounce. The price of quinine 
in September, 1577, was $3.42; in September, 
1878, $3.00: and in September, 1870, 83.4% per 
vunce, when the duty had ceased in June of that 
year. 

Second—I must point out the fact that Ameri- 
can guinine commands S cents higher price per 
ounce than the foreign drug. Thus it will be 
seen that the good quality of our home-made 
quinine, and the great faith in American brands, 
give our guinine manufacturers actually a pro- 
tection of 244 percent. This is a legitimate 
protection. Such a protection I shall not only 
be eager but proud to uphold. 

Third—The supply of quinine is now, in this 
malaria-ridden country, no longer subject to the 
ability or caprices of three quinine monopolists. 
New York has become a perfect emporium for 
this indispensable drug. 

Fourth—Quinine is now imported in bulk, and 
after being duly tested as to its purity and good 
quality, it is bottled by our great druggists with 
their own labels on it. Thus quinine labeled 
Schieffelin & Co., for instance, is foreign, or per- 
haps bome-made quinine strictly tested which 
that Freut house guarantees witb its name. And 
this is the very essence of a free and unrestrict- 
ed — which the abolition of duty made pos- 
sible. 

Fifth—I come to the most remarkable incident 
connected with the abolition of the quinine 
duty. it was positively asserted by Mr. Rosen- 
garten, over his own signature in the 7'ribune in 
1879. that the abolition of the quinine duty would 
destroy the home manufacture of the drug. 
After that I was for several years roundly called 
to tusk by D. C. Robbins for my share in the re- 
peal of the duty. Little did Mr. Robbins dream 
that he, or rather his energetic son, would fur- 
nish the best evidence that the manufacture of 
quinine in America needs no protection, and can 

ourish without it. In several of my answers to 
my once fellow-free-trader, Mr. D. C. Robbins, I 
related bow be introduced me some five years 
ago to a few dozen bags of bier bark, a half- 
crazy grinding- mill. and a clever German pro- 
fessor (a chemist), with the proverbial spectacies 
on his nose, producing quinine, | believe, to the 
amount of some thirty or fifty ounces a week. 
Now the abualitionof the quinine duty wasa 
great annoyance to my friend Mr. Robbins. But 
his energetic young son, who adds to his 
American perseverance a ttorough good 
German education, was determined to see this 
quinine production out, and what is the resuit? 

ould, or could, anybody betieve after all 
the prophecies of the destruction of the quinine 
industry of this country in consequence of the 
abolition of the duty, that this house of McKes- 
son & Robbins, or I should say the eneryetic 
young Mr. Robbins, is now turning out from U0 
to H ounces of quinine per day? Surely lam 
sufficiently vindicated when the very man. Mr. 
D. C. Robbins, who so much clammuored and still 
hankers for the reimposition of a quinine duty, 
sees his house turn out from 800 to 900 ounces 
of quinine daily without a single cent of protec- 
tion on it. 

I hope and trust the American consumer will 
note this remarkable fact and wake up to the 
reality that American industry needs no pam- 
pered protection; that a tariff should be for 
revenue only, and that the enormously excess- 
ive duties on wool and woolens, ou iron and 
steel, and particularly steel rails, on glass. and 
in fact all other articles ot necessity, are so 
many burdens on the people tor the benetit of 
pampered monopoly.

Cattle and Meat Trade. 
Montreal Guzette 

A few days ago we alluded to the frozen-meat 
business now springing up between Australia 
and England, steamships in that trade havin 
been provided with refrigerator rooms, coole 
by coid-air machinery. This new mode of cool- 
ing seems to meet with great favor, and we 
learn that another Australian steamship is now 
being fitted out in England by Messrs. Hick, 
Hargreaves &Co., engineers, Bolton, Lancashire, 
the patentees of the cold dry-air machinery. 
The steamer iy to have cold-room space to carry 
about 250 tons of meat at a time. This new 
mode of carrying fresh meats—preserved in 
cold dry air—appears to have great advantages 
over the old plan of cool damp air, obtained 
simply by passing air over a supply of ice, as 
hitherto in practice on 1 iu the At- 
lantic trade. The improved mode should re- 
ceive the careful consideration of all in- 
terested in the cattle trade of Canada. The 
principle of these machines is that of pro- 
ducing cold air by the well-known 
method of compressing air in a closed cylinder, 
absorbing the heat by cooling wuter acting on 
the compressed air, and the subsequent expan- 
sion of the com air in a Second cylinder, 
by which means a great degree of cold can read- 
lly be obtained. At this stage, and before the 
cool air is allowed to pass to the room to be 
cooled, a peculiarly arranged patent snow-box 
is attached to the delivety-pipe of the expan- 
sion cylinder, and by this means all moisture 
contained in the air is effectuaily condensed in 
the form of saow, and d in the snow- 
box; the cooled and dried air is then allowed to 
pass into the room — m to be cooled. Mon- 
treal has now two well-equipped public abat- 
toirs, and is therefore well able to turn out any 
quantity of slaughtered animals for export, and

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Sexton Gets Another Slice on 
the Ground of Alleged 
Extras. 


Railroad Connection to Be Se- 
cured to the County Poor- 
House. 


The Fraudulent “ Mourners’” Bills 
of Expenses to Be In- 
vestigated. 


The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was beld yesterday afternoon, ail of the 
members present, Commissioner Purington iu 
the chair. 

A petition was read from the employés of the 
Insane Asylum and Poor-House asking for an 
increase of pay, which was referred. 

Sundry bills were read and referred, and the 
rules were suspended to pay the contractors on 
the Poor- House sewer $3,400 on account. 

On motion of Mr. Coburn, Judge Dickey, of 
the Supreme Court, was granted the use of a 
room in the new Court- House tor an office. 

The Committee on Public Buildings reported 
in favor of allowing bills aggregating $15,498, of 
which $12,457 was in favor of P. J. Sexton for 
work on the new Court-House. They also 
recommended that the drapery on the public 
buildings of the county be donated to the Young 
Men's Christian Association for the benetit of 
the Michigan sufferers. 

A motion was made to suspend the rules and 
pay Sexton's claim, to which Mr. O'Neill ob- 
jected on the ground that the county did not 
owe him that amount. He maintained that he 
had been overpaid on bis rotunda contract, and 
that so far as the carpentry work was con- 
cerned it was doubtful whether his claim Was a 
just one or not. 

Mr. Coburn explained that the committee 
had made the recommendation it had upon a 
certitwate from Architect Egan, which was to 
the effect that the county really Owed the con- 
tractor more than it was proposed to pay bim. 
and, since the architect was supreme authonty 
in all such matters, he did not see how the board 
could refuse to pay what he certified to as being 
correct.

$12,000, and be thought the board would be safe 
in allowing the claim. 

Mr. Senne was in favor of paying all of the 
afchitect’s estimates on the original contract, 
but would not vote for any “ extras” until be 
bad looked into them personally. 

Mr. Stewart said that of the $12,000 only about 
$240 was for “ extras.” He was satistied that 
any amount of extra work had been done, but 
did not know what it was worth. It was safe, 
however, to pay him the estimate proposed, and 
be was in favor of it. 

The motion to suspend the rules and allow the 
bill was then put, and prevailed by the follow- 
ing vote:

Nays—-Kuopf, O' Neill, Senne —. 

The report as a whole was then adopted. 

The Committee on Education reported on bills 
amounting to $1,776, aud the same were ordered 
paid. 

The Committee on Public Charities reported 
recommending the appropriation of $1,000 for 
the use of the Illinois Humane Society, and in 
favor of paying bills to the amount of 86.329. 
The report was concurred in. 

THE POOR-HOUSE RAILROAD. 

The same committee submitted the following. 
which was adopted: 

Your Committee on Public Charities, who were 
directed by action of this board July 19, 1880, to 
confer with 
and the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Com- 
panies, as also the authorities of the Town of 
Jefferson, in regard to railroad accommodation 
from Chicago to the insane asylum and poor- 
house, with a view to permaneutty locating the 
same on the present county farm, have had the 
same under consideration, and beg leave to re- 
port that they un ve conferred with the above- 
named railroad companies and have the verbal 
assurance from each company that, if the coun- 
ty will secure tbe right of way, the company will 
build and operate a railroad track from their 
respective lines to the tustitution. 
this proposition, your committee bave exam- 
ined the ground between the railroads and the 
county farm, and find it feusible to run a track 
either from Montrose, in the Townyt Jefferson. 
or from Jefferson proper, by way of the old In- 
dian boundry line to the county farm, 
last-mentioned route being by far the shortest 
distance from any railroad track to the county 
farm. Lou committee have also conterred 
with members of the Board of Trustees of the 
Village of Jefferson and individual 
land over which such proposed track is to pass, 


and are satistied that a right of waycannoitully | 


be secured without legal proceedings, and would, 
therefore, recommend that they be authorized 
and directed, together with the County-Al- 
torney, to enter into an agreement with the Cbi- 
cago & Northwestern or Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway Company to carry into effect 
the object above referred to—said agreement to 
contain the following conditions—viz.: that the 
company secure without unnessary delay the 
ground for a right of way not to exceed thirty- 
three feet in width, either from Montrose or 
Jefferson to the county farm, on such ground as 
muy be deemed best—by purchase, it possible; 
by condemnation, if necessuary—at the expense of 
Cook County; that the railroad company buiid 
tue track with the proper switches necessary to 
operate the same as soon as ‘the right of way 
muy be considered as secured at its Own ex- 
pense; that it run two passenger trains cach 
day, except Sundays, at such times as will be 
most convenient tor the railroad as well as the 
accommodation of the institution; that the 
charges for passengers and freight be the same 
as on their main lines for the same distance 
from the City of Chicago. 

We would also recommend that the Chairman 
of this Board be authorized to sign said agree- 
ment when approved by the Committee on 
Judiciary as being in conformity with conditions 
above mentioned; and we would further recum- 
mend that, us soon as it is reasonably certain 
that a road will be built, the Committee on Pub- 
lic Bulldings and Public Charity be directed to 
advertise for proposals for material and labor 
necessary to construct the Cook County Infirm- 
ary on the County Farm at Jefferson in con- 
formity with the planus already adopted by this 
Board, 

. BILLS AUDITED. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts 
reported favorably on bills amounting to $9,127, 
which incluaed the Sheriff's pay-roll, and they 
were ordered paid. a 

The Committee on Public Service reported on 
bills amounting to $5,009, and the Committee on 
Printing on biils amounting to $1,563. Both re- 
ports were concurred in. 

A communication was read from F. Buhl & 
Co., of Detroit, asking permission to examine 
the plans of the Cook County Hospital, with a 
view to rebuilding a hospital at that city. The 
permission was granted. 

The Medical Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum submitted his annual report, which 
showed that there were a year ago 455 patients, 
and at the close of the present 
year 431, of whom 24 were females, 
and 197 males. It turther showed that 76 had re- 
covered, 72 died, and 62 hal been transferred to 
the State Hospital. The report was referred to 
the Committee on Public Charities. 

Mr. Purington introduced a resolution, which 
was adopted, calling upon the Building Commit- 
tee to report at the next meeting when the serv- 
ices of Superintendent Handley could be dis- 
pensed with. 

VESSEL PROPERTY. 

Mr. O'Neill introduced the following, which 
was referred to the Committee on Judiciary: 

WHEREAS, By the Assessors’ books of the 
three towns comprising the City of Chicago, it 
appears that some of the vessel property is 
doubly assessed; and 

WHEREAS, This board is of the opinion that 
the place of listing and assessing said vessels 
which have been assessed by the Assessor of 
North Chicago is in said Town of North Chicago, 
and that the place for listing and assessing the 
said vessels assessed by the Assessor of West 
— is in said Town of West Chicago; there- 

ore, 

Resolved, That the County Clerk be directed to 
omit from the assessment of the Town of South 
Chicago all such vessel property as has been 
listed and assessed in the Towns of North and 
West Chicago respectively as aforesaid. 

THE FUNERAL MOURNERS, 

Mr. Wood introduced the followiag: 
= Resolved, That a committee of three members 
of the board who did not attend the funeral of 
the late President at Cleveland be appointed by 
the Chair to examine into the account allowed 
at the last meeting of the board for expenses 
incurred on that occasion, and to report to the 
board as to the correctness of such account, 
and as to the amount of such expenses which 
ought to be paid by the county. 

Mr. O'Neill said he bad voted for allowing the 
bill, and would do so again if called upon. The 
board bad ordered the making of the trip, and 
it was no more than right that the expenses in- 
curred should be paid by the county. 

Mr. Stewart said he had voted for paying the 
bill under the supposition that Mr. Filkins had 
advan the money, but be was in favor of the 
proposed investigation. 

Mr. Wood said he had introduced the resolu- 
tion with a view to getting at what the actual 
expenses of the excursion had been. It had 
been that tbe bill was wrong and exces- 
sive, and what be wanted was to have it inves- 

ted, and corrected if it was as charged. 

Mr. Purington said be had not voted tor the 
bill, because he believed that it was a mistake 
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suspicious haste, and he wanted to see it in- 
vestigated. 

Mr. Senne thougbt the committee would have 
to go to Cleveland to get at the facts. [Lau 


ter. 

The resolution was then put upon its adop- 
tion, and passed by a vote of 13 to 1. Mr. Al- 
bright voted in the negative, and Mr. Clark had 
stepped out, and did not vote at all. 

The Chair announced as the committee to in- 
vestigate Messrs. Coburn, Hutt, and Senne, and, 
on motion, the Chair was subsequently added. 

The board then adjourned until tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at 2 o'clock, when the judges and clerks 
of etection will be appointed.

Vice m every 
shape should be visited with condemnation, If by 
mild and lenient measuresa brother cannot be 
brougot to realize the error of his ways; if, in 
violation of the duties he. owes to his God, bis 
family and himself, he persists in his evil course, 
then let discipline and punishment be resorted 
to. A society teaching in the strongest possible 
manner the necessity of a strict observance of 
the * virtues of temperance, fortitude, prudence, 
and justice“ cannot in justice to itseif continue 
to retain in good fellowsbip those of its members 
who are known to be addictedto any of the 
vices that destroy Masonic manhood. We must 
not forget that the usefulness and perpetuity of 
our beloved instituvon does not depend upon 
the number we admit so much us upon the char- 
acter they sustain.

But a few days since all that was mortal of 
our distinguished brother, the Chief Executive 
of our National Government, was borne to its 
final rest. Noeventinthe history of our race 
hus cast u shadow of more intense gloom over 
the civilized world; because it is rare that aman 
sv Urmly tixed inthe alfections of his country- 
men, 80 faultless in bis relations to public and 
private life, with malice for none, the friend of 
the needy, and consolation to the dying, the 
hope of a Nation, and in deepest sympathy with 
the unfortunate aud oppressed, is made the tar- 
get of personal resentment and disappointed 
ambition, Our brother was the victim of brutal, 
cowardly assassination; and in the absence of a 
shadow of motive that stimulates men 
in the discharge of duty or ot 
laudabie obligation. In all the range of crime 
nothing can be found that so fearfuily demon- 
strates the depth of depravity to which man can 
sink as this blow; not only at the life of ay en- 
nent brother and citizen, but at the justifiable 
expectations oi the 50,000,000 of a Tree people, 
who hud declared, less than a twelvemonth ago, 
that the National sceptre should be contided to 
bis keeping. From bright anticipations for the 
future, our citizens, without distinction of 
party, sect, or creed—the 600,000 craftsmen of 
our continent, have been plunged into a sorrow 
that is without a parallel. From ocean to ocean 
bitter tears have tlowed. Thestrong man and the 
weak, the merchant and the counselor; the 
mechanic at bis bench, aud the farmer at bis 
low; the man of wealth, and the poor in their 
poverty; the victim of suffering, and the home 
of rejoicing, bave alike wept, and with 
this conviction that the loss of our illustrious 
brother isa calamity that baffles human com- 
prehension. I desire in this brief notice of our 
loss to ask you to grasp with a firmer pur- 
pose your determination to press torward 
to the prize of your high Masonic cult 
ing. Our deceased brother was a type 
of spiritual manhood to which all should aspire. 
It is not his exalted political prominence around 
which is being gathered the fragrant evidences 
of love and admiration, but rather around a life 
God, humanity, and traternity. 
Qur brother was a man ot large attainments, 
and with an intellect the peer of the best prod- 
uct of the nations, graced, withal, by a genial, 
grateful, truthful, loving disposition that made 
bis home the symbol of that rest which be bas 
attained in the presence of the Father. 

IMPROPER USE OF MASONIC EMBLEMS. 

My attention was cailed totbis matter afew 
days ago by the Order of the Right Eminent 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
ot the State of Lllinvis, in whicn some brother 
had made use of Masonic emblems upon boxes 
of ciwars offered for sale. I reward such action 
not only antagonistic to the spirit of Masonry, 
and a violation of the law of this Grand Lodge, 
butalsoa base prostitution of our significant 
emblems to mercenary purposes. I bring this 
matter to the attention of the Grand Lodge, 
trusting that the proper committee will speak 
out with no uncertain sound. 

NEW LODGES. 

Except in the case of Sibley Lodge, located in 
Ford County, | have not authorized any new or- 
ganizations, but, on the contrary, have discour- 
lam not 
impressed with the propriety of adding to our 
numbers, but believe it should be our constant 
care to prevent any greater increase than is 
actually necessary for the welfare of the Craft 
in this jurisdiction. I agree with Bro. Gur- 
ney that Masonry nas suffered more from this 
anxiety to secure numbers than from all other 
causes.” 


FOREIGN JURISDICTIONS. 

Our relations with oursister Grand Lodges are 
of the most pleasant and fraternal character. 
The misunderstandings which fur some years 
have prevented Masonic intercourse between 
the jurisdictions of Scotiand and Quebec have 
huppily been settled; and an edict having been 
issued by M. W. Bro. Guruey suspending frater- 
nal relations with the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, and it having been officially 
made known to us that the aforesaid difficulties 
existing between the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Scotland and the Most Worsbipful 
Grand Lodge of Quebec had been amicably ad- 
justed, leaving the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Quebec in the full enjoyment of her jurisdic- 
tional prerogatives, I. therefore, and by virtue 
ot the power in me vested as the Most Worship- 
tul Grand Master ot Masons in Lilinois, did or- 
dain and prociaim that the aforesaid edict of 
Oct. 3, A. D. 1878, A. L. 5878, suspending frater- 
nai relations with the Most Worshipful Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, be hereby withdrawa and de- 
clared not longer of force. The difliculties ex- 
isting between New York and Connecticut have 
not been settled, but New York has withdrawn 
her cdict. We hope that other Grand Bodies 
will emulate their example, and that peace and 
harmony will prevailamong the Grand Lodges 
of the world. 

THE BALLOT. 

Too often, we fear, the bailot is made the ve- 
hicle of personal resentment or malice, and 
sometimes to gratify personal ambition. The 
Masonic ballot stands at the tbresbold of our 
institution, its only protection against the intro- 
duction of material unfit for use—the vicious 
and unprincipled. In many parts there is, I 
fear, too much of a disposition to destroy the 
sacredness of the baliot. It is a sacred trust 
committed to us; in our hands let it never be 
abused. Properly used it is a most effectual 
protection; abused it becomes a potent weapon 
of wrong and discord. The doors of our tem- 
— are closed only to the unworthy. Each 

rother holds the sacred right to keep them out 
forever. 

CONCLUSION, 

By the kind partiality of my brethren I have 
been calied to almost every station from the 
Tyler of alodge to the bighest honors within 
their gift, and | feel that thanks is but a feeble 
word to express my gratitude. The gavel with 
which you invested me one year ago | return to 
you untarnishbed. I bave endeavored to wield it 
for the best good, and by precept and example 
sought to impress upon my brethren the neces- 
sity of practicing those ,high moral duties we 
ha ve heard so frequently inculcated and so for- 
cibiy recommended in the lodge.

Effeets of the German Army System. 
London Daiiy News. 

It is true that a yonng man derives some ben- 
efits from the army; but at the same time his 
mind becomes subject toa bondage which it can- 
not shake off for years, if ever at all. It bo- 
comes a servile mind. pect for rank has 
been so deeply impressed upon it that for a long 
time after his discharge from the army the 
soldier is disposed to cringe before every body 
who chooses to assert superiority over him. and 
especially before Government officiais of every 
degree. If he have become a sub-officer or 
officer and passes into the landweur in that ca- 

city his subserviency will be ten times worse. 

e will feel that he still owes obedience to all 
officers of a higher grade than bis; and that if he 
develops very strong political views, for 
instance, he will be liable to called 
to account by his superiors. The intellect 
of the soldier is thus rendered sterile. 
Originality of thought bas been crushed out 
of it; and Instead of the manly independence 
which characterizes the youth in a free country, 
and makes him au outspoken, teariess citizen, 
confident of being able to work his way to any 
position be may aspire to by dint of ability and 
courage, the young German develops au early 
conviction (unfortunately borne out by facts) 
that to get on comfortably in his own country 
he must order himself siavishly befure all men 
in authority. A member of the German Reichs- 
tag compluined patneticaily a few months ago 
that most of his countrymen him) as a 
rebel. He is one of the gentlemen upon whom 
their Conservative colleagues look with borror 


callous to the frowns of whole corps of landwebr 
officers who clamored to them that their senti- 
ments were subversive; they have incurred the 
shame of enforced resignation sooner than hold 
their tongues. Such obstinacy seems cynical to 
the minds of German officials; it argues in any 
case a strong amount of moral courage, for it is 
really no joke fora German to fail under the 
displeasure of a corps of officers. 

he arrogance of officers has no limits. They 
belong to a superior caste, and behave toward 
the public as if they well knew it. They are 
strictly polite, but their courtesy is of the su- 
percilious kind, which is intended to preclude 
familiarity, and it often resembles studied in- 
solence. No English Duke could, without making 
himself ridiculous, address an inferior with the 
calm, cold ceremoniousness of language and 
manner which German officers use toward per- 
sons who are beneath them in station; but the 
Others are not to blame for this affectation, for 
they are bound by rules of etiquet for the ob- 
servance of which they are answerable to their 
brother officers. If one of them quarrels witha 
civilian the honor of bis regiment may demand 
that he shall fight a duel: but be must not fight 
with a person of low degree, 80 that if de gets 
into a scrape with an inferior be bas no option 
but toresign. If a desman were to strike an 
ofticer the latter would be justified in drawing 
bis sword and running him tbrough the body. A 
case of this sort occurred some years ago, when 
an officer was assaulted by a baker; tne otheer 
did not kill his assailant, and he was consequent- 
ly obliged to throw up bis commission, his Colonel 
telling bim that be had no business to put bim- 
seif in the way of being smitten by a baker. 

It is utterly useless to ask a German official to 
waive any bit of routine in your favor. He looks 
at you as if be thought you a fool for making 
such a preposterous application. When be says 
Nein, he means No, without appeal, and 
any attempt to argue the point with him would 
only lead to a pedantic remonstrance on his part 
if you happened to be a person of quality, or to 
your being suminarily ejected from his office by 
a subordinate if you were not. The German 
public, long habituated to these official imper- 


tinences, does not like them any beteer for all 


that. Placemen are bated; and middie-aged 
taxpayers of the middie and lower classes, who 
ha ve outgrown the awe which they feit for of- 
ficers ip their younger days, when they were 
fresh from the army, have begun to take up the 
notion that public servants ougbt not to ride 
roughshod over those who give them their 
wages. It must be noted that the strongest re- 
formers in Germany are the persons who have 
atiained full manhood. University students 
are often § fiery levelers before they 
enter the army: out after they have 
served, many of them (though not all) show the 
effects of the rough-planing they have under- 
gone, and become for a long time smooth and 
obsequious. Those of them who graduate as 
doctors, professors, or lawyers are bound to be 
80; their bread depends upon it. If they have 
too much ianate pride to bend their necks be- 
tore dignitaries, * best thing they can do is to 
emigrate. 

Thousands and thousands of Germans do emi- 
grate every year, and few of them ever cure to 
return to their country again. Those who make 
fortunes in foreign lands have little inducement 
to return and settle in Germany, for mere 
wealth confers but little prestige there. and 
would neither help them to attuin public honors 
nor to get admittance into the kind of society 
which riches may command iu any other coun- 
try. it cannot be doubted that the hatred—one 
may say the increasing batred—of the Germans 
for military service is largely fostered by the 
letters sent to their friends at home by the Ger- 
mans who bave emigrated to the United States. 
The free institutions of America offer, indeed, 
such a contrast to the oppressive militaryism of 
the Vateriand, that the patriotism of peasants 
and workingmen turnssour as they read of them. 


GYPSIES IN EUROPE. 


Fallacies About Them—Where They 
Came From and Their Scttled Col- 
onies. 0 

London Standard. 

The gypsy is a thorough and irreclaimable 
vagabond; but he has many good points about 
him. His notions of honesty, especially when a 
fowl or a borse is in question, do pot exactly cor- 
respond with our own, and he cannot be brought 
to understand the game laws; but be compares 
favorably in mostof these respects with the 
trainps and beggars, and even with the rustic 
laborers and the lower classes in towns. The 
road is literally bis walk in life, and he practices 
such trades as tinkering, chair-mend ing, 
cutting clothes-pegs, and the like, with 
assiduity and industry. When the weather 
makes out-of-door life unbearable, the 
gypsies settle down after a fashion; those 
who have covered wagons, with the sight of 
which we are 80 familiar, halt with them in some 
convenient spot and live in small communities; 
others hire an empty cottage and simply camp 
down in it, requiring no furniture but the few 
bedding and cooking utensils 
them in their tents. But 
Romanies do not af- 
fect a town life: they keep strictly to their 
old nomad traditions. Kirk Yetholm, in 
Scotland. is the place in the British Isles where 
a settled colony of gypsies exists, for even their 
baunts in the west of London are deserted as 
the summer comes round and the country holds 
forth its irresistible charms. Elsewhere, espe- 
cially in Turkey and the Danubian Principat- 
ities, there are many Villages inhabited entirely 


by gypsies. 

Strange to say, these people are very little un- 
derstood, and, among other fictions in vogue con- 
cerning them, the most popular One, that they 
have a King, is totally without foundation. A 
the tribe who has reached an ad- 
and become the head of a 
numerous family of children, grandchildren, 
and great-grandchildren, is. of course, 
visited by them at any spot where he or 
she may bave settled down; and as the travels 
of the clan are regulated by the seasons, fairs. 
markets, and so on, the gatherings naturally be- 
come periodical, and greatly exercise the Gen- 
tile mind. Of the curiosity thus excited the 
gypsies themselves are not slow to take advan- 
tune, and the ancient ope is dubbed a Gypsy 
King or Queen for no other purpose than to at- 
tract visits and offerings from the gorgivus. 

Gypsies are not by any means the outcasts of 
society; they lead a roving life because their 
instincts and traditions induce them to do so. 
The sternest laws have been promulgated 
against them without bringing about the 
least sign of reform in their habits, and 
they are now only slowly yielding to 
the influence ot the inclosure acts, 
which crowd them out and force them, not to be- 
come absorbed in the rest ot the population, but 
toseek for free space and fresh air in the Far 
West. Since Mr. Borrow tirst told how interest- 
ing a race they were, with a language, tradi- 
tions, and customs of their own, differ- 
ing so entirely the peasantry among 
whom they live, have made them 
their study, and some very amusing 
and learned works have been written 
upon their habits and speech; among the most 
recent of such books those of Hans Breitmann 
and Dr. Bath Smart are the best. The gypsy lan- 
guage is very quaint and expressive, and, al- 
though in this country, at least, they bave buta 
limited vocabulary ieft, they manage, by in- 
genious compounds, to say all they want in it. 
The origin of the gypsies is a problem which has 
never been entirely solved. 

The appearance of the gypsies in Western 
Europe was in the year 1417, when a band of 30. 
under the guidance of three shrewé and intel 
gent leaders, asked and obtained from the Empe- 
ror Sigismund, the Pope; and other sovercigns, 
leave to travel in their domains. They gave out 
that they were emigrants from Little Egypt.“ 
that they had relapsed from Christianity into 
heatbenism, aud had been conquered by the 
King of Hungary, who imposed upon thema 
penance of fifty years’ wandering as pilgrims 
before returning to their native land. It is need- 
less to say that the story had nota word of 
trutb in it, but the name “Egyptians” bas 
clung to them ever since in this country, 
though they are elsewhere known to 
Gentiles as Tohinglane, Zinguri, or some 
modification of the name, They first 
made an appearance in Engiand about tne year 
1430 in bands consisting of from thirty to a hun- 
dred families, traveling in ligut carts and camp- 
ing by night wherever a convenient spot pre- 
sented itself. The women told tortunes, pilfered 
coins from tradesmen's counters, and ** drabbed 
baulors“ (that is, poisoned pigs), just as they 
do at the present day, while the men worked 
at tinkering, basket-making, and the like, 
and occasionally varied the monotony of 
their existence by stealing a horse and taking to 
the highway. Their lawless, nomad life soon 
brougbt them under the suspicion of the 
authorities, and they were accused of and pun- 
ished for these crimes,and for many others 
which they never thought of committing. Dur- 
ing the reign of Elizabeth they were persecuted 
with exceptional rigor,and nothing but their 
persistent nationality and hbealthy vagrant 
— could have saved them from extermina-
